BYE-LAWS. 


Interpretation clause. 

1.—That in these bye-laws, the following words and 
expressions, which in their ordinary signification have 
a more confined and different meaning, shall have the 
several meanings hereby assigned to them, unless 
otherwise provided, or unless there be something in 
the subject or context repugnant to such construction, 
that is to say 

Words importing the singular number shall include 
the plural number, and words importing the plural 
number shall include the singular number. 

Words importing the masculine gender, shall include 
► females. 

The word “ person ” or “ persons ” shall include a 
Corporation, whether aggregate or sole. 

The word “ borough,” and the words “borough of 
Preston,” or “said borough,” or “ this borough,” shall 
mean the borough of Preston. 

The word “Corporation ” shall mean the mayor, ald¬ 
ermen, and burgesses of the borough of Preston, and 
also the Local Board of Health for the said borough. 
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The word “mayor ” shall mean the mayor of the 
borough of Preston for the time being. 

The word “ justice,” or “ justices,” shall mean any 
Justice or Justices of the Peace, of or acting in or for 
the said borough of Preston. 

The word “surveyor,” shall mean the Surveyor of 
the Local Board of the said borough of Preston for 
the time being. 

The word “street” shall include all or any part of any > 

square, street, court, alley, highway, lane, carriageway, 
horseway, footway, footpath, footroad, thoroughfare, 
or public passage, or place, within the said borough 
of Preston. 

That the bye-laws herein contained, relating to 
offences in any street, or to obstructions, encroachments, 
nuisances, and annoyances therein, shall be applicable 
to every street and road, now made or hereafter to be 
made within the borough, whether or not such street 
or road has been declared a highway, or considered a 
public street or road, and whether the same be fully 
made and built, or only partially made and built, and 
of whatever width the same may be. 

The word “footpath,” shall include all or any part of ^ 
any footway or footroad, and all or any part of any 
causeway, or path, by the side of or forming part of 
any street, road, or lane, within the said Borough of 
Preston, and made or set apart for the use or accom¬ 
modation of foot passengers. 

The word “house,” shall include any messuage, 
dwelling-house, tenement, warehouse, shop, workshop, 
manufactory, building, or other erection, public or 
private. 
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The word “ carriage,” shall also include any coach, 
hackney coach, omnibus, chariot, landau, car, fly, 
cabriolet, gig, sociable, van, lurry, wagon, dray, cart, 
sledge, truck, hand-cart, perambulator, child’s cart, 
wheel-barrow; hand-barrow, or other vehicle. 

The word “ hackney coach,” shall include any 
coach, fly, cabriolet, or other carraige, (except a stage 
carraige, or a carraige drawn or impelled by the power 
of steam, or otherwise than by animal power,) with 
two or more wheels, which shall stand on hire, or ply 
for a passenger or passengers for hire, in any public 
street, place, or road, within the said Borough of 
Preston, whatever may be the form or construction 
thereof, or the number of horses or other animals, by 
which the same may be drawn. 

The word “ animal,” shall include any horse, mare, 
gelding, foal, filly, colt, bull, dog, cow, heifer, ox, calf, 
ass, mule, ram, ewe, wether, lamb, goat, kid, or swine. 

The words “ any offensive matter or thing,” shall 
also include any night-soil, offal, putrid meat, or fish, 
entrails of fish, carrion, dead animals, blood, dung, 
manure, fish shells, bones, broken glass, china, or 
earthenware, dust, ashes, soot, rubbish, refuse of 
vegetables or fruit, orange peel, soap lees, ammonical 
liquor, tar, gas tar, gas water, dye water, or any filthy 
liquid or substance of any kind whatever. 

The words “ marine store dealer,” shall mean any 
person who shall trade or deal in buying and selling 
ropes, old iron, old brass, old copper, old lead, or any 
marine stores or second-hand metal. 

Mitigation of penalties. 

2.—That any justice or justices who shall act in 
enforcing the payment of any penalty or forfeiture, 
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imposed and made payable by these bye-laws, or any 
of them, shall have power to mitigate any penalty or 
forfeiture so imposed, and made payable as aforesaid, 
to such sum as he or they in his or their discretion 
shall think fit. 

Hoisting or delivering goods into or from warehouses, 
d'c., without proper tachle. 

3.—That if any person shall hoist, lower, or take 
in, or deliver any pipe, hogshead, cask, puncheon, bar¬ 
rel, sack, bag, cotton bag, wool bag, box, package, 
bale, truss, hamper, or other thing, into or from any 
warehouse, building, cellar, or vault, within the said 
Borough, without having proper and sufficient rope 
and other tackle in good order and condition, and fit 
for hoisting, lowering, taking in or delivering, and 
without slinging, or otherwise effectually securing 
such pipe, hogshead, cask, puncheon, barrel, sack, 
bag, cotton bag, wool bag, box, package, bale, truss, 
hamper, or other thing, so as to prevent the same from 
slipping, breaking away, or falling ; 

Or, if any owner or occupier of any warehouse, 
building, cellar, or vault, within the said Borough, 
shall wilfully or negligently permit, or suffer any pipe, 
hogshead, cask, puncheon, barrel, sack, bag, cotton 
bag, wool bag, box, package, bale, truss, hamper, or 
other thing, to be hoisted, lowered, taken in, or de¬ 
livered into or from any such warehouse, building, 
cellar, or vault, without having proper and sufficient 
rope and other tackle in good order and condition, and 
fit for such hoisting, lowering, taking in, or deliver¬ 
ing ; 

Or, if any person shall use, or cause, or permit to 
be used, any insufficient rope or tackle for any of the 
purposes aforesaid. 
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Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of ten 
shillings ; and for a second offence, not committed on 
the same day, the fine or sum of forty shillings ; and 
for every subsequent offence, not committed on the 
same day as any prior offence, the fine or sum of five 
pounds. 

Leaving cellars uncovered, or the doors thereof 
unfastened. 

4. —That if any person shall leave any cellar, vault, 
coal-hole, or underground room, or apartment, in, 
under, or adjoining to any street, without a sufficient 
door, hatchway, or other covering ; 

Or, shall wilfully or negligently, or without a suf¬ 
ficient watch or guard, leave or permit, or suffer to be 
left open, unfastened, or insufficiently secured, any 
door, hatchway, or flap, window grate, stone, plate, 
board, or other covering to any such cellar, vault, coal¬ 
hole, or underground room or apartment ; 

Every person so respectively offending, shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of ten 
shillings. 

Permitting ferocious dogs to go unmuzzled , or any dog 
to be at large after notice. 

5. —That if any person shall permit, or suffer to be 
at large, within the said Borough, any ferocious or 
mischevous dog, not being securely muzzled ; 

Or shall, after public notice given by the Mayor, or 
any two justices, directing dogs to be confined, permit 
or suffer any dog to go at large within the said 
Borough ; 









Or shall accompany any such ferocious, dangerous, 
or mischevous dog, not being securely muzzled as 
aforesaid, or any dog, after such notice as aforesaid, 
whether he be the owner of such dog or not. 

Every person so respectively offending, shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
pounds. 

Permitting mad dogs to go at large. 

6. —That if the owner of any dog, after having in¬ 
formation, or reasonable ground for believing it to be 
in a rabid state, or to have been bitten by any dog in 
a rabid state, shall permit the same to go at large 
within the said Borough, he shall, for every such 
offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five pounds. 

Not securing flower pots dec., placed outside of houses 
from falling. 

7. —That if any person shall place, or fix up, or 
hang out, or permit or suffer to be placed, fixed up, or 
hung out, any flower pot, vase, box, or other thing, in 
or from any upper window, or to, about, or upon the 
external part of any house or building, in any street, 
without sufficiently guarding the same against falling, 
or being blown or thrown down. 

Every person so offending shall, for every offence, 
forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five shillings; and for 
a second offence, not committed on the same day, the 
fine or sum of ten shillings ; and for every subsequent 
offence, not committed on the same day as any prior 
offence, the fine or sum of twenty shillings. 

Throwing slates, dec., from roofs. 

8. —That if any person shall throw, or cast, or care¬ 
lessly or negligently permit or suffer to fall from the 
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roof, or any other part of any house or other building, 
within the said Borough, iuto aiiy street, auy slate, 
brick, chimney pot, stone, iron, wood, rubbish, or 
other article, material, matter, or thing ; every person 
so offending shall, for every offence, forfeit and pay the 
fine or sum of five shillings ; and for a second offence, 
not committed on the same day, the fine or sum of ten 
shillings ; and for every subsequent offence, not com¬ 
mitted on the same day as any prior offence, the fine 
or sum of twenty shillings. 

Neglecting to put up proper fences and platforms for 
foot passengers, during repairs , &c., of houses. 

9.—That if any person shall take down, or begin to 
take down, any house or building whatsoever, in any 
street, or shall cause the same to be done ; or shall 
alter or repair, or begin to alter or repair, the outward 
or external part of any such house or other building, 
or cause the same to be so done; or shall, for any of the 
purposes aforesaid or otherwise, erect or set up, any 
scaffold or scaffold poles, in any street; such person 

Shall, under the direction and subject to the appro¬ 
bation of the surveyor, erect or set up, or cause to be 
erected or set up, a proper and sufficient fence of wood 
or other material, together with a convenient platform, 
with hand-rail to the same, to serve as a footway for 
passengers outside of such fence ; 

And shall continue such fence and platform, with 
hand-rail as aforesaid, standing and in good condition ; 

And shall light or cause the same to be well and 
sufficiently lighted from sun setting to sun rising ; 

And shall remove and take away, or cause to be re¬ 
moved or taken away, all or any part of such fence. 
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platform, and hand-rail, when required by the 
surveyor ; 

And if any such person shall refuse or neglect to 
erect and set up, or cause to be erected and set up, any 
such fence or platform, with such hand-rail as afore¬ 
said ; 

Or shall refuse or neglect to continue the same 
respectively standing and in good condition, so long as 
the said surveyor shall direct ; 

Or shall not, under the direction of the said 
surveyor, keep such fence well and sufficiently lighted 
from sun setting to sun rising ; 

Or shall neglect or refuse to remove and take away, 
or cause to be removed or taken away, all or any part 
of the said fence or platform, with hand-rail, after 
being required so to do by the surveyor ; 

Then, and in any of the said cases, every person so 
respectively offending shall, for every offence, forfeit 
and pay the fine or sum of five pounds. 

Deposits of building materials and excavations to be 
lighted, and not to remain an unnecessary time. 

10.—That if any person shall, in any street, hew, 
saw, bore, chip, dress, or cut any timber, stone, iron or 
steel; 

Or shall deposit, place, or leave, or cause to be de¬ 
posited, placed, or left, any hay, straw, coal, stone, 
slate, brick, tile, lime, mortar, sand, timber, board, 
iron, steel, rubbish, or other material or thing ; 

Or shall open or make, or cause to be opened or 
made, a hole, opening, or excavation, of any nature 
or kind soever ; and shall not, without any unneces- 
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sary delay (proof of the necessity of delay being on 
the party complained against), restore, or cause to be 
restored, such street to its original or some other 
proper state, and remove* or cause to be removed 
therefrom, the said articles or materials, and every of 
them ; 

And shall not at his own expense, cause a proper and 
sufficient light to be placed and fixed in, upon, or near 
the same, and continue such light every night from 
sun-setting to sun-rising during the time such material, 
hole, opening, or excavation shall remain in such 
street ; 

And shall cause such material, or other thing, and 
such hole, opening or excavation to be well and 
sufficiently fenced and enclosed, until such material, 
or other thing, shall be removed, or the hole, opening, 
or excavation filled up ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
pounds. 

Depositing or throwing offensive matters and things into 
streets , brooks, &c., or drowning animals in brooks &c. 

11.—That if any person shall throw, deposit, place, or 
leave, or permit or suffer to fall, run, or flow, any 
offensive matter or thing into or upon any street, or 
into or in any well, river, stream, canal, water-course, 
beck, goit, pool, dam, pond, or reservoir, within the 
said Borough ; 

Or shall throw, deposit, place, or leave, or permit or 
suffer to fall, run, or flow, any waste water or offensive 
matter or thing into or upon any open or uncovered 
place, within the said Borough, whether surrounded 
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by a wall or other fence, or not, so as to be a common 
nuisance ; or injurious to the health of any person ; 

Or shall drown, or cast with intent to drown, any 
dog, cat, or other animal, in or into any well, stream, 
canal, water-course, beck, goit, pool, dam, pond, reser¬ 
voir, or river, within the said Borough ; 

Or shall throw, deposit, place, leave, or permit or 
suffer to fall, any litter, ashes, carrion, fish, animal, 
offal, or rubbish, into any well, river, stream, canal, 
watercourse, beck, goit, pool, dam, pond, reservoir, 
sewer, channel, pipe, drain or sink ; 

Or shall place the sweepings or scrapings of any 
street within three feet of any grate or opening 
into any drain, or main sewer ; 

Or shall in any street, lane, or road, place any such 
sweepings or scrapings otherwise than in separate and 
distinct heaps, on the side of such street, lane, or road, 
within the said Borough ; 

Or shall sweep into or place in any street, any house 
or shop refuse, or any offensive matter or thing ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
pounds. 

Provided that no person shall be liable to a penalty 
for throwing, depositing, placing, or leaving any sand, 
ashes, or other material in the time of frost upon any 
footpath to prevent accident; or any dung, manure, or 
other material in the time of frost, to prevent water 
in pipes from being frozen ; or any litter or other 
proper material, in case of sickness, to prevent noise ; 
or for throwing, depositing, placing, or leaving any 
rubbish or dirt, occasioned by the rebuilding, repair¬ 
ing, or altering of any house or building ; so that 
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sufficient space be left on or in the street where such 
rubbish or dirt shall be thrown, deposited, placed, or 
left, for carriages and passengers to pass along such 
street, and so that the said rubbish and dirt shall be 
sufficiently enclosed, and that such rubbish and dirt 
and also such dung, manure, litter, or materials, shall 
be removed by the party throwing, depositing, placing, 
or leaving the same within a reasonable time, or when 
required so to do by the surveyor of the said Borough. 

Removing manure, &c., from streets. 

12. —That if any person other than the person em- 
< ployed by the Corporation shall take or carry away, 

or cause to be taken or carried away, any dust, dung, 
manure, dirt, ashes, or other filth, which the Corpora¬ 
tion are authorised to remove out of any carriage¬ 
way in any street; every such person so offending shall, 
for every such offence, forfeit or pay the fine or sum of 
forty shillings. 

Permitting fuel or goods to remain in streets longer than 
necessary. 

13. —That if any person shall deposit, place, or leave, 
or permit, or suffer to be deposited, placed, or left, in 
any street or footpath within the said Borough, for a 
longer time than shall be necessary for removing the 

> same, any furniture, goods, wares, merchandise, 
articles, matter or thing ; 

Or shall permit or suffer any such matter or thing, 
as aforesaid, to be or remain after sun set, without a 
sufficient light, in any street or upon any footpath ,» 

Every person so offending shall, for every offence, 
forfeit and pay the fine or sum of twenty shillings.

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Not cleansing footpaths. 

14.—That if any occupier of any house, building, 
yard, garden, or land (not being used for farming or 
agricultural purposes), adjoining any street, or the owner 
thereof, in case the same be unoccupied, or the church¬ 
warden of any church or episcopal chapel, or trustee of 
any meeting house, or dissenters’ chapel, or other place 
of public worship, or any governor, director, trustee, or 
manager of any public institution or building, adjoin¬ 
ing any street, shall not from time to time, as often as 
necessary, or occasion shall require, or when requested 
by the surveyor of the said Borough, or by a general 
notice given by the said surveyor, keep the footpath, 
fronting or adjoining to such house, building, yard, 
garden, land, church, episcopal chapel, meeting-house, 
chapel, place of public worship, or public institution or 
building respectively, swept, cleansed, and free from 
all accumulation of dirt, snow, or ice ; 

Every person so offending shall, for every offence, 
forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five shillings 

Provided that it shall be lawful for the dirt and soil 
from such sweeping and cleansing to be left in the 
street, clear of the water channel or gutter. 

Firing Chimneys. 

15—That if any person shall wilfully set or cause 
to be set on fire the soot in any chimney, or negligently 
suffer the soot in any chimney to catch fire, within the 
said borough; every person so respectively offending 
shall, for any such offence, forfeit and pay the fine or 
sum of five shillings ; and for a second offence, not 
committed on the same day, the fine or sum of forty 
shillings ; and for every subsequent offence, not com¬ 
mitted on the same day as any prior offence, the fine 
or sum of five pounds. 










Keeping twine styes to the front of streets or swine in 
dwelling houses. 

16. —That if any person shall keep and use any 
swine-stye abutting upon any street ; 

Or shall keep any swine in or about any street, so 
as to be a nuisance, or injurious to health ; 

Or shall, within the said Borough, keep any swine 
in any dwelling-house, or any room therein, or in any 
cellar thereof; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for every 
offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of forty shillings. 

Permitting water to be conveyed or to fall from the tops 
of houses, except by or through pipes. 

17. —That if any owner or occupier of any house, 
balcony, portico, or other building, shall permit or suffer 
the water from the roof or top of any such house, bal¬ 
cony, portico, or other building, to be conveyed, or to 
pass, or to fall to the ground, in any street, otherwise 
than by and through a pipe or spout down the gable 
side, or front, or back of such house, balcony, portico, 
or other building; 

Every person so offending shall, for every offence, 
forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five shillings ; and 
for a second offence, not committed on the same day, 
* the fine or sum of ten shillings ; and for every subse¬ 
quent offence, not committed on the same day as any 
proir offence, the fine or sum of forty shillings. 

Ruinous buildings to be secured. 

18. —That if any house, wall, or building, within the 
said Borough, shall be in a ruinous or dangerous state, 
or likely to fall; 
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Or if any fence or fence wall be in a dilapidated 
state, along the side of or adjoining to any footpath, 
street, or road; 

It shall be lawful for any two justices, upon appli¬ 
cation of the surveyor by writing, under their hands 
and seals, to order and direct such house, wall, build¬ 
ing, fence or fence wall, to be properly, sufficiently, and. 
effectually guarded, supported, repaired, rebuilt, and 
secured, to the satisfaction of the surveyor, by the 
owner, occupier, agent, or other person having the 
charge or care of the same ; 

And if such owner, occupier, agent, or other person 
having the charge or care of such house, wall, building, 
fence, or fence wall, shall not cause the same to be 
properly, sufficiently, and effectually guarded, support¬ 
ed, repaired, or re-built, and secured to the satisfaction 
of the surveyor, within seven days after such order 
shall have been served upon him, or left at his usual 
or last known place of abode, or affixed to some part 
of such ruinous or dangerous house, wall, -building, 
fence, or fence wall aforesaid ; 

Every person so offending, shall forfeit and pay the 
fine or sum of five pounds for each and every day after 
the expiration of the said seven days, during which 
the said house, wall, building, fence, or fence wall shall 
remain without being properly, sufficiently, and effect¬ 
ually guarded, supported, repaired, or re-built, and 
secured to the satisfaction of the surveyor. 

Dangerous places to le fenced off. 

19.—That if any place along the side of or ad¬ 
joining to any footpath, street, or road, within the 
Borough, shall be dangerous to any person, animal, 
or carraige, from the want of a proper and sufficient 
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fence or fence wall, it shall be lawful for any two 
justices, upon application of the surveyor, by writing, 
under their hands and seals, to order and direct the 
owner, occupier, agent, or other person having the 
charge or care of such place, to make, erect, or set up 
a proper and sufficient fence or fence wall, to the satis¬ 
faction of the surveyor ; 

And if such owner, occupier, agent, or other person 
having the charge or care of such place, shall not 
cause the same to be properly, sufficiently, and effec¬ 
tually guarded and secured, or fenced off to the 
satisfaction of the said surveyor, within seven days 
after such order shall have been served upon him, or 
left at his usual or last known place of abode, or 
affixed on or near to such dangerous place as aforesaid ; 

Every person so offending shall, for every such 
offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of forty 
shillings for each and every day after the expiration of 
the said seven days, during which the said dangerous 
place shall remain, without being properly, sufficiently, 
and effectually guarded, secured, and fenced off as 
aforesaid. 

Causing doors to open outward or projections to be 
made into streets. 

20.—That if any person shall, in any street, cause 
any door or gate to be hung so as to open outwards ; 

Or shall make, fix, or erect, any cat-head or hoist, 
portico, pillar, porch, door-case, bow-window, bay- 
window, grate, step, or scraper, or shall fix up, or 
continue fixed, any shutter-case, shutter-stand, sign, 
sign-post, barber’s pole, board, shed, or any other 
thing, so as to unnecessarily hang over or project into 
any street, or footpath ; 
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Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
shillings ; and for a second offence, and not commit¬ 
ted on the same day, the fine or sum of ten shillings ; 
and for every subsequent offence, not committed on 
the same day as any prior offence, the fine or sum of 
forty shillings. 

Carrying carcases uncovered. 

21. —That if any person shall convey or carry, or 
cause to be conveyed or carried, in any manner in or 
through any street, the carcass, or any part of the 
carcass of any slaughtered animal, without a clean and 
sufficient cloth covering over the same ; every person 
so offending shall, for every offence, forfeit and pay the 
fine oi' sum of two shillings and sixpence ; and for a 
second offence, not committed on the same day, the 
fine or sum of five shillings ; and for every subsequent 
offence, not committed on the same day as any prior 
offence, the fine or sum of ten shillings. 

Placing caravans , tents, dec., in streets. 

22. —That if any hawker, higgler, showman, moun¬ 
tebank, equestrian, gipsy, or other person travelling 
with or having any caravan, cart, waggon, carraige, 
vehicle, circus, stage, show tent, stall, booth, stand, 
basket, tray, box, trunk, case, umbrella, or machine, or 
shall otherwise exhibit any show in any street within 
the said Borough, without the consent of the Mayor, 
except in such place where any regular fair is held, and 
then during the time of such fair only ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
pounds. 
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Slaughtering or dressing animals in streets. 

23—That if any person shall, in any street within 
the Borough, or in any shop, building, shed or place 
open to public view, and adjoining any such street, 
kill or slaughter any such animal ; 

Or shall singe, scald, skin, or dress any animal or 
any part thereof, in any shop, building, shed, or place 
open to public view, and adjoining any such street ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
pounds. 

Cattle wandering in the streets, &c. 

24.—That if any person shall suffer any horse, mare, 
gelding, beast, swine, or cattle of any kind, to go at 
large in any street within the Borough ; 

He shall, for such offence, forfeit and pay the fine 
or sum of ten shillings. 

And if any horse, mare, gelding, beast, swine, or 
cattle, shall be found wandering in any street within 
the said Borough, it shall be lawful for any constable 
to impound such horse, mare, gelding, beast, swine, or 
cattle, and the same to detain till the owner shall pay 
the fine or sum of two shillings and sixpence, together 
with every expense that may have been incurred in 
keeping such horse, mare, gelding, beast, swine, or 
cattle ; 

And in case such fine and expenses be not paid 
within seven days after such horse, mare, gelding, beast, 
swine, or cattle shall have been impounded, it shall be 
lawful for such constable to sell or cause to be sold by 
public auction, such horse, mare, gelding, beast, swine, 
or cattle, paying the proceeds of the sale thereof, after 
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deducting the said fine and charges of keeping and 
sale upon demand to the owner thereof ; 

Provided that if the owner shall not demand pay¬ 
ment of such proceeds as aforesaid, within twenty-eight 
days after such sale, the said proceeds shall he paid into 
the Borough fund. 

General street nuisances. 

25.—That if any person shall, in any street within 
the said Borough, beat or shake any carpet, rug, or mat, 
except door mats, beaten and shaken before the hour 
of eight in the morning ; 

Or shall, within the said Borough, wilfully, negli¬ 
gently, or carelessly throw, cast, slop, or spill, any 
water or other liquid, or any other matter or thing, 
liquid or otherwise, upon or against any person, so as 
to injure, damage, dirty, or wet his person, clothes, or 
property ; 

Or shall wash after nine o’clock in the morning, any 
window abutting upon or opening into the street ; 

Or shall roll, draw, drive, drag, or carry on any 
footpath, any carraige (except perambulators, invalid 
chairs, and sedan chairs ), hogshead, cask, barrel, or 
tub, ladder, pole, timber, stone, bars of iron or steel, 
furniture, sack, bag, fadge, or bulky article, or any 
carcass or any part of a carcass of any animal, or 
burdens carried by two or more persons, or cans, pails, 
buckets, or other burthens suspended on both sides, of 
the carrier, (except for the necessary purpose of loading 
or unloading any cart or carraige, or of crossing the 
footpath) ; 

Or shall set up, or place, or permit, or suffer to be 
set up or placed, any blind, shade, frame, covering, 
awning, over, across, or along any footpath, unless 
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such blind, shade, frame, covering, or awning, and the 
brackets and supporters thereof, shall be, from the 
surface in such footpath, seven feet in height at the 
least, and for every part thereof ; 

Or shall permit the same to be so set up or placed 
for a longer time than shall be necessary for protecting 
the window of any shop from the rays of the sun ; 

Or shall in any street, place, hang out, or otherwise 
expose for sale or exhibition, any goods, ware, mer¬ 
chandise, matter or thing whatsoever; so as to obstruct, 
project over, or hang over any footpath ; 

Or shall ride or drive any horse or other animal 
upon any footpath, or shall draw or drive any carriage 
upon any footway, or fasten any horse or other animal 
upon or to any building, door, wall, post, rail, tree, or 
other thing, so that it can, shall, or may go and stand 
upon or across any footpath ; 

Or shall push up into any street, from any cellar 
window, or opening in any building, or in any footpath, 
any shop window-shutter or bar, without some person 
being ready to receive the same, so as to prevent any 
accident to passengers ; 

Or shall make water or commit any other nuisance 
in any public street ; 

Or shall make water or commit any other nuisance 
against any house, shop, warehouse, building, pillar, 
gate, post, or fence, after public notice, or the words 
“commit no nuisance, - ’ shall have been painted, posted, 
or affixed thereon ; 

Or shall erect and set up, lay, or make, or cause to 
be erected and set up, laid, or made, or continue in 
any building, wall, or other erection, any steam pipe, 
end pipe, spout, aperture, or hole, communicating with 
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any steam boiler or reservoir of water, so that the 
steam or water shall or may flow therefrom, on to, or 
over any footpath ; 

Or shall throw out upon any street within the said 
Borough, any water which shall have been used for 
domestic purposes, or any other offensive fluid ; 

# Or shall hang out, place, or expose for sale or other¬ 
wise any cloth, linen, wearing apparel, carpet, or other 
merchandise, or and butchers’ meat, fish, skins of 
animals, victuals, vegetables, fruit, or other article, or 
thing at the outside of any house, shop, building, 
window, door, or balcony in any street, so as to obstruct, 
project over, or hang over any footpath ; 

Or shall sell, or offer to sell by auction, any animal, 
goods, wares, merchandise, or other matter or thing in 
any street, except from houses or other premises which 
are rated at £10 a year and under ; 

Or shall sell, or show, or offer, or expose for sale, any 
horse or other animal; or expose or show any stallion 
in any street ; except in such place as shall be appoint¬ 
ed or allowed for that purpose by the Mayor, and except 
in the regular markets or fairs, and then during the 
time of such markets and fairs only ; 

Or shall, in or upon any street within the said Borough 
trundle any wheel, hoop, or girth ; 

Or shall in any street, make, trim, fire, burn out, hoop, 
cleanse, wash, or scald any cask, (coopering casks, when 
required in case of accident to be done on the spot, 
only excepted) ; 

Or shall in any street, wash, clean, make, or repair 
any carriage, or any part thereof, except immediate 
repair on the spot is necessary to the same on account 
of accident; 
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Or shall in any street, bind, make, or repair any coach 
wheel or spring ; 

Or shall in any street, empty, or begin to empty, any 
cask, tub, barrel, or other vessel, except the same 
cannot from its bulk or weight, be taken into the 
premises ; 

Or shall throw or cast down any goods, wares, or 
merchandise, upon the flags or pavement of any street, 
out of any warehouse or other building ; 

Or shall in any street, feed or fodder any horse or 
other- animal, except out of a bag suspended from the 
head of such horse or other animal, or with food which 
shall be held or delivered by the hand ; 

Or shall in any street, shoe, bleed, dress, cleanse, or 
farry any horse or other animal, except in cases of 
accident; 

Or shall in any street, slake, sift, or screen any lime ; 

Or shall in any street, carry or exhibit any placard 
or advertisement upon boards, poles, or sticks, or 
otherwise, to the annoyance of passengers or inhabi¬ 
tants ; 

Or shall fix or place any line, cord, or pole, in or 
across any street, except during the necessary repairs 
thereof; 

Or shall within the said Borough, take or tear up 
any street, causeway, or footpath, or any part or parts 
thereof, without the consent, and under the superin¬ 
tendance and inspection of the surveyor of the Borough 
or other officer having legal authority ; 

Or shall blow any horn, ring any bell, or use any 
other noisy instrument, for the purpose of announcing 
any sale, show or entertainment (the Town Crier in 
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the performance of his duty, excepted), or for the 
purpose of hawking, selling, distributing, or collecting 
any article whatever, or of obtaining money or alms ; 

Or shall throw or leave any orange peel, or other 
refuse of fruit on any footpath ; 

Or shall disturb any inhabitant by pulling or ringing 
any door bell, or knocking at any door without lawful 
excuse ; or wilfully extinguish the light of any lamp for 
the lighting of any street, or for the convenience of the 
inhabitants within the said Borough ; 

Or shall within the said Borough, burn any effigy ; 

Or shall collect any crowd by flying pigeons, brawling, 
fighting, singing, shouting, or otherwise, so as to impede 
or obstruct any part of any street or footpath ; 

Or shall stand or loiter in any street or footpath, 
and refuse to move on when ordered or requested so to 
do by any constable of the said borough ; 

Or shall in any street, run or walk any race or 
fly any kite; 

Or shall, in descending any street, ride upon any 
cart, truck, lurry, hurry, or other vehicle drawn by 
hand, unless the same be at the time drawn, managed, 
or directed by some person on foot; 

Or shall, within the said Borough, wantonly throw 
any stone, snow-ball, missile ; or play at pitch and toss, 
or any other description of gaming ; 

Or shall in any street, skate, or make or use any 
slide; J 

Or shall in any street, play at football, cricket, bowls, 
fives, pitch and toss, skip-rope, trip, quoits, drive-nor, 
buck, shinty, gowk, or any other game or pastime, 
which may be troublesome, offensive, dangerous, or 
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annoying to passengers, or to inhabitants of the said 
Borough. 

Or shall in any street, make or assist in making any 
bonfire, or set, let off, or throw any fireworks ; 

Or shall in any part of the said Borough, let off any 
fire balloon, or shall in any street, or within one 
hundred yards from the centre of any street, or in any 
building, the windows thereof shall look into such 
street, discharge any gun or fire-arms, (except in case 
of necessity, or for self-defence); 

Or shall in any street, or near any house within the 
Borough, sing, or sound, or play upon any musical 
instrument, after being required by or on behalf of any 
householder to depart from the neighbourhood • 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
pounds. 

Females standing outside of windows. 

26. —That if any female shall stand outside any 
window in any street, for the purpose of cleaning the 
same, or for any other purpose whatever, the sill of 
which window shall be more than six feet in height 
from the level of the street ; every such female shall, 
for every such offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum 
of two shillings and sixpence. 

Regulations of Mayor &c., on public occasions to be 
oboerved. 

27. —That if any direction or order be given .by the 
Mayor, or by any two justices, respecting the route to 
be observed by persons, animals, or carriages, or for 
preventing obstruction of the streets and thorough¬ 
fares, in times of public processions, meetings. 
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rejoicings, or illuminations, or upon any public 
occasion, or other large assemblage of persons, or in 
going to or returning from any public place of 
amusement or otherwise, within the said Borough • 
every person driving any coach or carraige, public* or 
private, and every person on foot or on horseback, or 
having the command or charge of any animal, shall 
observe such direction or order ; and every person who 
shall not obey and observe any such direction or order 
or who shall not comply with the directions of any 
constables acting in pursuance thereof, shall forfeit 
and pay for every offence, the fine or sum of two 
shillings and sixpence ; and for a second offence, the 
fane or sum of five shillings ; and for every subsequent 
offence, the fine or sum of ten shillings, whether such 
second or subsequent offence shall or shall not be 
committed on the same day as any prior offence. 

having carnages in streets for an unnecessary time. 

^ an y person shall leave, or suffer to 
remain stand or continue, any carriage, either with or 
without a horse or other cattle, in any street within 
the said Borough, for any longer time than may be 
necessary or reasonable for taking up, setting down, or 
waiting for passengers or other persons, or for the 
loading or unloading thereof ; 

Or shall not proceed to make way or drive on, after 
being ordered or requested so to do ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
shi e hfngf enCe ’ f ° rfeifc and Paj the fine 01 Sum of fcwent J 

Piovided that this bye-law shall not extend to any 
hackney coach or cart standing on or at any public 
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stand, or place appointed, or to be appointed by the 
Council of the said Borough, for that purpose. 
Drawing timber , &c., in streets without a proper 
carriage and attendant. 

29. —-That if any person shall, in any street within the 
said Borough, draw any timber, stone, or other weighty 
or bulky article, without the same being placed upon, 
or suspended from, a wheeled carriage, proper for that 
purpose ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, pay the fine or sum of five shillings ; 

1 and for a second offence, the fine or sum of ten 
shillings ; and for every subsequent offence, not com- 
on the same day as any prior offence, the fine or sum 
of twenty shillings. 

Leaving carts, &c., in the street at night. 

30. —That if any owner or driver of any carraige 
shall leave or suffer the same to stand and remain in 
any street within the said Borough in the night time ; 
every person so respectively offending shall, for every 
offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five pounds. 

Placing carriages on footpaths or street crossings. 

31. —That if any person shall place, leave, or suffer 
to remain, any carriage on any footpath, or on any cros- 

* ing in any street, or across or athwart any street, either 
for the purpose of taking up or setting down passen¬ 
gers, or of loading or unloading goods or otherwise ; 

Or shall leave any carriage on any footpath or cross¬ 
ing as aforesaid; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
pounds.

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Offences by drivers of carriages , &c. 

32.—That if any person within the said Borough 
while riding or driving any animal or carriage, shall 
be in a state of intoxication, or shall ride or drive 
furiously any animal or carriage ; 

Or if any person within the said Borough shall ride 
or drive any animal or carriage, and shall, through 
wantonness or negligence, or by or through any mis¬ 
conduct, injure or endanger any person, or any proper¬ 
ty, real or personal, or cause any mischief to be done 
by any such carriage or animal; 

Or if any person shall drive any carriage within 
the said Borough, and shall not keep the same on the 
same on the left or near side of the road, in any street, 
in passing along the same, except in cases which he 
shall have occassion to pass any other carriage, or of 
actual neccessity, or some sufficient reason for deviation- 
therefrom ; 

Or if any person shall, in any street within the said 
Borough, drive any animal drawing any carriage 
commonly used for the conveyance of goods, in any 
street, so as to endanger the life or limb of any person, 
or to the common danger of the passengers in any 
thoroughfare ; 

Or if any driver of any such carriage shall not be 
constantly attendant upon the animal drawing the 
same in any street ; 

Or if the driver of any carriage commonly 
used for the conveyance of goods, shall, without 
leaving some competent person in the care thereof, 
quit the same in any street, or shall negligently or 
wilfully be at such distance therefrom, in any street, as 
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that he cannot have the direction and government of 
the animal drawing the same ; 

Or shall not have and apply a good and sufficient 
drag, slipper, break, or other apparatus for moderating 
the speed in descending any of the streets in the said 
Borough when necessary ; 

Or shall grate, grind off, or use any of the curb 
stones for moderating the speed as aforesaid ; 

Or shall ride upon the shafts, or any other part of 
i such carriage, or upon any horse or animal drawing 
the same, in any street, not having some other person 
on foot or on horseback to guide the same, (any carriage 
drawn by one animal only, and guided by good and 
sufficient leather reins, held by such driver, only ex¬ 
cepted) ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for every 
offence, forfeit and pay the fine or snm of twenty 
shillings, in case the rider or driver shall not be the 
owner of such animal or carriage ; and in case such 
rider or driver be the owner of such animal or carriage, 
then any sum not exceeding forty shillings. 

Provided that nothing in this or the last preceding 
byelaw contained, shall make or render any person 
► liable to any fine or penalty, for acting as the driver 
of two carts, timber carriages, drays, waggons, vans, 
caravans, or other such vehicles as afore said, s o that 
the same, when under the care of such person, shall 
not be drawn by more than one animal each, and so 
that the animal drawing the hinder cart, timber 
carriage, dray, waggon, van, caravan, or such other 
vehicle as aforesaid, shall be attached by a strong and 
sufficient rein or chain, not exceeding four feet in 
•length to the back of the cart, timber carriage, dray, 
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waggon, van, caravan, or other such vehicle as afore¬ 
said, which shall be foremost. 

Hunting animals in streets. 

33. —That if any person, in any street within the 
said Borough, shall wantonly pelt, strike, or hunt any 
animal ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
shillings ; and for a second offence, not committed on 
the same day, the fine or sum of ten shillings ; and for 
every subsequent offence, not committed on the same 
day as any prior offence, the fine or sum of twenty 
shillings. 

Not placing carriages &c., close to the side of the 
street, when loading or unloading. 

34. —That if any person, in any street within the 
said Borough, engaged in taking up or setting down 
any passenger or other person into, upon, or from, or 
in loading or unloading any carraige, shall not, during 
such taking up or setting down, or during such loading 
or unloading, place such carriage, as near as con¬ 
veniently may be, to that side of the street at which 
the taking up or setting down, or loading or unloading 
is to be performed, and in a line parallel with the 
footpath ; 

Or if any person, for the purpose of loading or 
unloading any carraige, shall place, or cause to be 
placed, any gawntree, plank, or other article or thing 
across or athwart any footpath, so as to obstruct the 
free passage therof for an unreasonable length of time ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of two 
shillings and sixpence ; and for a second offence, not 
committed on the same day, the fine or sum of five 
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shillings ; and for every subsequent offence, and not 
committed on the same day as any prior offence, the fine 
or sum of ten shillings. 

Owners of carts etc., to have their names painted 
thereon. 

35.—That the owner of every cart, timber-carriage, 
dray, waggon or other vehicle, shall paint, or cause°to 
be painted, in one or more straight line or lines upon 
some conspicious part of the right or off side of his 
cart, timber-carriage, dray, waggon, or other such 
vehicle, or upon the off side shaft thereof, before the 
same shall be used within the said Borough, his 
Christian name and surname, or the style and title by 
which he is. commonly designated, or the style or firm 
by which his trade or business is carried on, and the 
town, township, or other place of abode, or trade, at 
full length, in large legible letters painted in white, 
upon a black ground, or in black upon a white ground, 
not less than one inch in height, and continue the 
same thereupon exposed to public view, so long as 
such cart, timber-carraige, dray, wagon, or other such 
vehicle shall be used as aforesaid ; 

And every owner of any cart, timber-carriage, dray, 
waggon, or other such vehicle, who shall use or permit 
the same to be used within the said Borough as 
aforesaid, without the name, style, title, or firm, or 
description, or other particulars, or after the same' or 
any part thereof, shall have become dirty or illegible ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of two 
shillings and sixpence ; and for a second offence, not 
committed on the same day, the fine or sum of five 
shillings ; and for every subsequent offence, not com- 
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mitfced on the same as any prior offence, the fine or 
sum of ten shillings. 

Drivers of carts , etc., not having the owner's name and 
abode painted thereon, refusing to tell the same, or their 
own names etc. 

36.—That if any person shall driye, or act as the 
driver of any cart, timber-carriage, dray, waggon, or 
other such vehicle, within the said Borough, not 
having the owner’s name, style, title, or firm, and 
description and place of abode or trade, painted and 
remaining legible thereon ; 

And shall refuse, or after demand omit, to tell or 
discover the true Christian name and surname, and 
place of abode, and trade of the owner of the same, or 
to tell and make known his own Christian name and 
surname and place of abode ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of two 
shillings and sixpence ; and for a second offence, not 
committed on the same day, the fine or sum of ten 
shillings ; and for every subsequent offence, not 
committed on the same day as any prior offence, the 
fine or sum of ten shillings ; 

Provided, that if any person as aforesaid, shall 
refuse to give up, or tell or make known, to any con¬ 
stable of this Borough, the name, style, title or firm, 
and description, and place of abode and trade as 
aforesaid, it shall be lawful for such constable to seize, 
detain, or remove and keep, any such cart, timber- 
carriage, dray, waggon, or other such vehicle as 
aforesaid, until such information be furnished to him, 
and until all costs incurred by such seizure, detention, 
and removal be paid, and for any such purpose it shall 










be lawful for the said constable to use the horse or 
other animal joked to such cart, timber-carriage, dray, 
waggon or other such vehicle, for the purpose of 
removing the same to a place of safety. 

Mischievously destroying or defacing names of streets, 
numbers of houses, &c., boundary posts, signs , posts, 
windows, etc. 

37. —That if any person shall, within the said Bor¬ 
ough wilfully or mischievously destroy, pull down, 
damage, Weak, pull up, obliterate, injure, deface, or spoil 
any name or description of any street, being painted or 
affixed upon any house, building, or wall, or any mark 
or number of any house, building, or wall, or any mark 
or number of any house, court, alley, entry, dr building, 
written, painted, or affixed, upon or near the same, or 
the boundry mark of any of the townships or wards 
in the said Borough, or any other public mark, guide- 
post, mile-post, mile-stone, or any public or 
private clock or lamp used for the conveniance of the 
inhabitants, or any lamp or lamp-post or lamp-iron 
belonging thereto, or any glass window or window pane, 
window shutter, sign, sign board, sign iron, door 
handle, door bell, door plate, or rapper, of, or suspen¬ 
ded from or affixed to any house or building within 
the said Borough ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the sum of five pounds. 

Unnecessarily calling out or damaging fire engines. 

38. —That if any person shall, within the said Bor¬ 
ough, knowingly or wilfully give any false alarm of 
fire ; or shall wilfully or mischievously damage, break, 
or destroy any fire engine, or any bucket, pipe, hose, 
or other material or thing belonging or attached thereto, 
or used therewith ;

Or shall wilfully hinder or obstruct the use of any 
fire engine, or prevent or impede any fireman in the 
execution of his duty ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, ,'fot 
eveiy offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
pounds. 

Smoking in warehouses , etc. 

. That if any person shall smoke any tobacco, 
cigar, or other weed, in any mill, manufactory, 
warehouse, workshop, shop, or other store for goods, or 
m .barn, stable, shippon, or building, within the 
said Borough, after a notice prohibiting the same shall 
have been given him by or on behalf of the occupier 
thereof, or posted up in some conspicuous place in such 
mill, manufactory, warehouse, or other store for goods, 
barn, stable, or building as aforesaid ; 

Or shall carelessly throw down the ashes from any 
tobacco pipe, or any unspent cigar, in any mill, 
manufactory, warehouse, workshop, shop, or other 
store for goods, barn, stable, or building as aforesaid ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
shillings ; and for a second offence, not committed on 
the same day, the fine or sum often shillings ; and for 
every subsequent offence, not committed on the same 
day as any prior offence, the fine or sum of five pounds. 
Persons using forges, and not preventing the light from 
shining into the street. 


40. That if any blacksmith, whitesmith, machine- 
maker, nail-maker, or other persons using a forge, and 
having a door window, or aperture, fronting or 
opening into or towards any street within the said 
Borough, shall not close such door, or fasten the 
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shutter, or other fastenings of such window, and close 
such aperture every evening within one half-hour after 
sunset, so as effectually to prevent the light from 
shining through the doorway, window, or aperture, 
into and upon such street ; 

Every person so offending shall, for every offence, 
forfeit and pay the fine or sum of two shillings and 
sixpence ; and for a second offence, not committed on 
the same day as any prior offence, the fine or sum of 
ten shillings. 

Posting Mils without leave. 

41.—That if any person shall post, paste, or affix, 
on or against any church, chapel, house, building, 
wall, gate door, pillar, tree, post, or place, within the 
said Borough, without the consent of the owner or 
occupier thereof, or of the person having the care or 
charge thereof, any posting bill or other paper ; 

Or shall write upon, or otherwise deface or mark 
any church, chapel, house, building, wall, gate, door, 
pillar, rail, or foundation for rail, tree, post, or place, 
with or by means of chalk, paint, or any other 
material ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of two 
shillings and sixpence ; and for a second offence, not 
committed on the same day, the fine or sum of five 
shillings ; and for every subsequent offence, not com¬ 
mitted on the same day as any prior offence, the fine 
or sum of ten shillings. 

Provided that this bye-law shall not apply to cases 
in which notices or other legal documents may, or 
ought by law, to be affixed to any church, chapel, 
building, or other place. 









Pulling down bills or notices. 

42. —That, if any person shall, within the saijjl 
Borough, wilfully, maliciously, wantonly, or mis¬ 
chievously, pull down, break, destroy, tear, in jute, 
damage, cover, or deface any posting bill, notice, or 
any legal document or advertisement whatever ; such 
bill, notice, advertisment, or legal document, having 
been originally put np, posted, pasted, or affixed by or 
with the consent of the owner, occupier, or person 
having the care or charge of the land whereon the 
same may stand, or of the church, chapel, house, build¬ 
ing, wall, gate, door, pillar, tree, post, or other thing 
whereto or whereon the same may be posted, pasted, 
or affixed; or by the authority of any public officer, 
or other person authorised by law to put up, post, paste, 
or affix the same', or having been otherwise lawfully 
put up, posted, pasted, or affixed ; 

Or shall maliciously or wantonly deface or obliterate 
any such bill, notice, or advertisement; 

Or shall maliciously or wantonly pull down, break, 
or destroy any pole, board, or other thing which may 
contain, or be put up to support or exhibit any such 
notice ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of two 
shillings and sixpence ; and for a second offence, the 
fine or sum of five shillings; and for every subsequent 
offence, the fine or sum of ten shillings, whether such 
second or subsequent offence shall or shall not be 
committed on the same day as any prior offence. 

Abetting dog-fights, cock-fights, etc. 

43. —That if any person within the said Borough, 
shall cause dogs or cocks to fight, or shall abet, or 
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assist in, or encourage, or promote any dog fight, or 
cock fight; 

Or shall bait, abet, assist in, encourage, or promote 
the baiting of any cat or other animal ; 

Or shall set on or urge any animal to attack, worry, 
or put in fear any person, or any cat or other animal ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
pounds. 

Permitting drains to "become obstructed. 

44.—That if the owner or occupier of any house, 
land, or tenement within the said Borough, shall per¬ 
mit or suffer any privy, drain, gutter, sewer, or water¬ 
course in, on, or belonging to his premises, to become 
obstructed, or in any other manner to become a 
nuisance to the neighbours or to the public, and 
shall neglect or refuse to cleanse or repair the same, 
and effectually remove such nuisance, for seven days 
after a notice in writing shall have been given to such 
owner or occupier, or left on the premises by or on be¬ 
half of the Local Board or their surveyor, or by or on 
behalf of any person who shall complain of the same ; 

Or shall put or place, or cause to be put or p&ced in 
any street within the said Borough, any sough hole, 
stone dish, or water-trough, for receiving or conveying 
dirty water into any drain, gutter, sewer, or water¬ 
course, or continue any such sough hole, stone dish, 
or water-trough, now put or placed in any street; 

Or if such owner or occupier, not having a proper 
drain from his premises to the main sewer or street 
drain, shall neglect or refuse to make and construct 
such drain, under the direction of the surveyor, for 
the space of fourteen days after notice to construct 
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such drain is given to the owner or occupier, or left at 
such premises, from the said surveyor ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five 
pounds. 

Provided that nothing in this bye-law contained, 
shall render any person liable to any fine or penalty 
where it appears that the liability to cleanse or repair 
shall be in dispute. 

Placing ot burning bones, rags, or other offensive matter. 

45. —That if any person shall, within the said 
borough, place or keep any offensive matter or thing 
in or near any house, office, shop, or warehouse ; 

Or shall place any offensive matter or thing on any 
land open or inclosed, save and except manure, for 
agricultural or horticultural purposes only, and to be 
used on such land, so that the same may become a 
nuisance to any inhabitant ; 

Every person so offending shall, for every offence, 
forfeit and pay the fine or sum of ten shillings ; and 
for a second offence, not committed on the same day, 
the fine or sum of twenty shillings ; and for every 
subsequent offence, not committed on the same day as 
any prior offence, the fine or sum of forty shillings. 

Not cleansing places used as receptacles for rags , 
bones, etc. 

46. —That if any person, being the owner or occupier 
of any house, warehouse, shop, cellar, shed, or other 
place within the said borough, used for the purpose of 
receiving, warehousing, or storing any rags, bones, 
carrion, entrails of animals, or other offal, shall not, 
at least once in six months, and oftener if required by 
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the surveyor of the said borough, well and effectually 
cleanse and whitewash, or cause to be well and effec¬ 
tually cleansed and whitewashed with quick lime, every 
such house, warehouse, shop, room, cellar, shed, or 
other place used as aforesaid ; 

Every person so offending shall, for every such 
offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of twenty 
shillings. 

Exhibiting indecent books, drawing indecent figures, 
singing obscene songs, etc. 

47.—That if any person within the said borough, 
shall sell or distribute, or offer to sell or distribute, or 
exhibit to public view, any profane, indecent, or obscene 
placard, print, drawing, painting, representation, ballad, 
pamphlet, or book in writing or print, or partly in 
writing and partly in print; 

Or shall draw, inscribe, or write any obscene or 
indecent figure, representation, or word, upon any 
house, building, wall, gate, door, pillar, post, fence, 
flag, road, or any other place ; 

Or shall use or make any obscene or indecent 
language or gesture to any person ; 

Or shall sing, recite, or read aloud, any profane, 
indecent, or obscene song or ballad ; 

Or shall use or make any provoking, abusive, or 
insulting language or gesture, tending to create or 
provoke a breach of the peace ; 

Every person so respectively offending shall, for 
every offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of ten 
shillings ; and for a second offence, not committed on 
the same day, the fine or sum of twenty shillings ; and 
for every subsequent offence, not committed on the 
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same day as any prior offence, the fine or sum of forty 
shillings. 

Indecent exposure of person. 

48. —That if any person shall, in any street in the 
said Borough, wilfully and indecently expose his person, 
or shall, in any part of the said Borough, wilfully and 
indecently expose his person, with intent to annoy 
some person or persons ; every person so offending, 
shall forfeit and pay the fine or sum of twenty shillings 
for every such offence. 

Bathing in public situations. 

49. —That if any person shall in any river, canal, or 
public situation, within the said Borough, bathe so as 
to expose his person ; 

Every person so offending shall, for such offence, 
forfeit and pay the fine or sum of two shillings and 
sixpence ; and for a second offence, not committed on 
the same day, the fine or sum of five shillings ; and 
for every subsequent offence, not committed on the 
same day as any prior offence, the fine or sum of ten 
shillings. 

Importunate Prostitutes. 

50. —That if any common prostitute, or night 
walker, shall, within the said Borough, loiter or be in 
any street, for the purpose of prostitution, or for the 
purpose of solicitation, to the annoyance of any inhab¬ 
itant or passenger ; 

Every person so offending shall, for every such 
offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of ten shillings. 

Supplying liquor to children. 

51 . —That if any person within the said Borough, 
licensed to deal in spirituous or fermented liquors, or 
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the wife, agent, or servant of any person so licensed, 
shall supply, or cause to be supplied, any sort of spirit¬ 
uous or fermented liquor to any boy or girl apparently 
under the age of fourteen years, to be drunk by such 
boy or girl on the premises ; 

Every person so respectively offending, shall, for 
every such offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of 
ten shillings ; and for a second offence, not commit¬ 
ted on the same day, the fine or sum of twenty 
shillings ; and for every subsequent offence, not 
* committed on the same day as any prior offence, the 
fine or sum of forty shillings. 


Habouring 'policemen . 


52. —That if any person within the said Borough, 
keeping a house, shop, room, cellar, or other place, for 
the sale of spirituous or fermented liquors, shall 
knowingly habour or entertain, any policeman or 
constable of the Borough ; 

Or permit such policeman or constable to abide or 
remain in his house, shop, room, or cellar, or in any 
part of his premises, during any of the hours, or 
during the time, or any part of the time, appointed 
for such policeman or constable to be on duty ; 

Every person so respectively offending, shall, for 
every such offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of 
five pounds. 

Shews etc.) at fair times, to be closed at eleven at night. 

53. —That if any room, booth, standing, tent, 
caravan, waggon, show, or other place, within the said 
Borough, shall, during the continuance of any fair, 
revel, or public games, be open between the hours of 
eleven at night and six in the morning, for the 
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purpose of business or amusement, in the place where 
such fair, revel, or public games shall be holden ; 

Every person having the care or management of 
any such room, booth, standing, tent, caravan, waggon, 
show, or other place, shall, for every offence, forfeit and 
pay the fine or sum of twenty shillings ; and for a 
second offence, not committed on the same day, the 
fine or sum of forty shillings ; and for every subse¬ 
quent offence, not committed on the same day as any 
prior offence, the fine or sum of five pounds. 

Persons to quit shows, etc., at eleven at night. 

54. —That if any person being in any room, booth, 
standing, tent, caravan, show, or other place, at the 
I lace where any fair, revel, or public games, is or are 
being- held or carried on, within the said Borough, 
after the hour of eleven o’clock at night, and before 
the fhour of six in the morning, for the purpose of 
business or amusement, shall not quit such room, 
booth, standing, tent, caravan, waggon, show, or other 
place, on being required so to do by any constable or 
police officer of the said Borough ; 

Every person so offending shall, for every such 
offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five shillings. 

Keeping disorderly houses. 

55. —That if any person shall permit or suffer 
common prostitutes, reputed thieves, or disorderly 
pesons to assemble at and continue in any house, shop, 
room, or cellar, in his occupation within the said 
Borough, whether such house, shop, room, or cellar, 
shall ostensibly be kept for the sale of exciseable 
liquors, cooked meat, oysters, ready made tea and 
coffee, soup, or other provisions, or refreshments ; 
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Or shall in any manner keep a disorderly house in 
which gaming, prostitution, or drunkenness shall be 
allowed or encouraged ; 

Every person so respectively offending, shall for 
every such offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of 
ten shillings ; and for a second offence, not committed 
on the same day, the fine or sum of twenty shillings ; 
and for every subsequent offence, not committed on 
the same day as any prior offence, the fine or sum of 
forty shillings. 

Drivers of carts to take them to weighing machines, at 
request of huger, in order to he weighed. 

56. —That if any proprietor or driver of any cart 
loaded with any goods brought into the Borough, shall 
on demand of the buyer or seller of any such goods, 
or the person on whose behalf the same shall be con¬ 
signed, refuse or neglect to take such cart, with or 
without the loading thereof, to be weighed at one of 
the machines used within the Borough, for the purpose 
of ascertaining the weight of articles bought or sold. 

Every person so offending, shall for every such 
offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of twenty 
shillings. 

Provided, that any such cart shall, for the purpose 
of being weighed, be required to go to a greater dis¬ 
tance from the regular course of the road by which it 
would be otherwise necessary to pass in conveying the 
goods laden therein, than half a mile, including the 
going to and returning from such machine, the pro¬ 
prietor or driver of such cart shall be paid twopence 
for every horse used in drawing the same ; and a 
further charge of like amount, for any additional half 
mile that any such cart shall be taken out of the direct 
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road, for the purposes aforesaid ; and that all such 
charges for carriages, together with the tolls and fees 
to be paid for weighing such cart, shall he paid by the 
person requiring the same to be weighed; and that 
such charges for carriage shall if demanded, be paid 
before the driver of such cart shall be obliged to go 
out of his way for the purpose of having the same 
weighed. 

Frauds respecting weighing machines. 

57.—That if any master or keeper of any engine 
or machine used within the said Borough, for the pur¬ 
pose of ascertaing the weight of articles bought or 
sold, or any seller of any article or thing which shall 
be weighed at such engine or machine, or any of his 
servants, shall knowingly and designedly do, or cause, 
or omit to be done, any thing by reason or means 
whereof, or with intent, that the true and net weight 
of any article or thing weighed at such engine or 
machine, shall not be ascertained ; 

Or if the owner or driver of any cart, waggon, or 
other carriage, shall at or before the time of weighing 
the same at any such engine or machine aforesaid, 
place, or knowingly have any article, matter or thing 
in or about any such cart, waggon, or carriage, other 
than besides the proper load therein sold or intended 
for sale, or about to be sold ; 

Or if the owner or driver of any cart, waggon, or 
carriage, or the master or keeper of any such engine 
or machine, as aforesaid, or any of his servants, shall 
make or use, or be privy to the making or using of, 
any false or fradulent ticket respecting the weight of 
any cart, waggon, or carriage or of the load therein ; 
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Or shall knowingly assist in or connive at any fraud 
in, or concerning the weight of any cart, waggon, or 
carriage, or of the load therein ; 

Or if any person shall knowingly act or assist in the 
committing of any fraud, respecting the weight of any 
cart, waggon, or carriage, or the load therein ; weighed, 
or stated, or presented to be weighed at any such 
engine or machine as aforesaid ; 

Every person so respectively offending, shall, for 
every such offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of 
twenty shillings ; and for a second offence, not com¬ 
mitted on the same day, the fine or sum of forty 
shillings ; and for every subsequent offence, not committ¬ 
ed on the same day as any prior offence, the fine or 
sum of five pounds. 

Drunken persons guilty of riotous or indecent behaviour. 

58. —That every person who is drunk in any street, 
and guilty of any riotous or indecent behaviour therein; 

And any person guilty of any violent or indecent 
behaviour in any public office or police station, within 
the said Borough, shall, for every such offence, forfeit 
and pay the fine or sum of forty shillings. 

Occupiers of houses to place refuse in ashpit. 

59. —That every occupier of every house shall place 
in the ashpit, or in some other suitable or proper place 
upon his premises, all the refuse, night soil, offal, ashes, 
dust, soil, dry and liquid filth, arising or made upon 
his house and premises belonging thereto ; 

Every person so offending against this bye-law, shall 
forfeit and pay the fine or sum of five pounds. 







No person except occupier or corporation to remove ashes. 

60. —No person except the occupier of the house, or 
the corporation or their contractor, shall remove any 
refuse, night soil, offal, ashes, dust, soil, dry or liquid 
filth, from any house or other place within the said 
Borough ; 

Every person so offending, shall for every such 
offence, forfeit and pay the fine or sum of twenty 
shillings ; and for a second offence, not committed on 
the same day, the fine or sum of forty shillings ; and 
for every subsequent offence, not committed on the 
same day as any prior offence, the fine or sum of five 
pounds. 

Provided that nothing in this bye-law contained, 
shall extend to manure, dung, or soil, produced in any 
stable, cow-house, piggery, or manufactory. 

Marine store dealers. 

61. —That every marine store dealer shall have his 
name, with the words “ Dealer in Marine Stores,” 
painted distinctly over the door of each shop or other 
place which he shall make use of for carrying on that 
trade or business. 

That every marine store dealer shall keep a book or 
books in which he shall forthwith enter in a fair and 
regular manner the particulars of the articles he shall 
buy, receive, or sell as marine store dealer, the time 
when bought or sold, the name, residence, and descrip¬ 
tion of the person from whom the same were bought, 
or to whom sold, the weight of the articles bought or 
sold, and the price paid or received for the same. 

That no marine store dealer shall purchase any 
article from any person apparently under the age of 
fourteen years. 
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That uo marine store dealer shall buy or sell any 
article before the hour of eight o’clock in the morning, 
or after eight o’clock in the evening. 

Every person offending against the provisions in 
this bye-law, shall, for every offence, forfeit and pay 
the sum of five pounds.

It was Resolved, that the following Bye-Laws and 
Regulations for the government of THE PARKS at 
Avenham, in the Borough of Preston, be made and 
f passed by the Council of this Borough. 


Parks to bo of on ovory day. 

1.—The Parks shall be open to the public every 
day throughout the year, during such hours as may 
from time to time be determined by the Council. 
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To be used for a promenade only. 

The Parks shall be used as and for a promenade 
only. No person shall play at cricket, hockey, quoits, 
bowls, or any other game, or throw any stone, or any 
other missile, within the Parks. No person shall play 
at pitch and toss, or gamble within the Parks; and no 
person shall bathe in the ornamental waters or lakes 
m the Parks, or in the part of the river opposite to 
the Parks. 

Bands allowed to play in Parks except on Sundays. 

3. Subject to such regulations as the Corporation 
shall from time to time make, bands of music shall be 
allowed to play in the Parks, except on Sundays. 

No refreshments to le hawked or sold. 

.4— No refreshments of any kind shall be hawked 
within the Parks, or sold therein, except in buildings 
set apart for that purpose. 

Parks not to be used for Meetings 

5. The Parks shall not be used for religious, politi¬ 
cal, or any other meetings; except for occasional gather- < 
mgs of Schools, under and subject to the control of v 
the Corporation. 


Horses or carriages not to enter Parks. 

6.—No horse or carriage will be permitted to enter 
or be in the grounds, except chairs on wheels, drawn 
by hand, with invalids or children. 
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JVo nuisance or indecent or offensive conduct allowed, 

7. -No person shall commit any nuisance within 
the Parks, or otherwise interfere with the comfort of 
other persons frequenting the Parks, or shall smoke in 
any building therein, or shall be intoxicated, or guilty 
of profane swearing, or of using profane, indecent, or 
offensive, or insulting language, or of violent, disorderly, 
indecent, or insulting behaviour in the Parks, or shall 
wilfully interrupt any of the servants of the Corporation 
in the performance of his or their duty. Any person 

i so offending may be removed from the Parks, and will 
be liable to the penalty hereby provided. 

Flowers , trees , &c., not to be injured. 

8. —No person shall pluck any flowers, or damage, 
injure, or deface any of the buildings, trees, shrubs, 
bridges, walks, fences, grounds, fountains, or any other 
property within the Parks, or any animal, fowl, or 
article whatsoever therein. Any person offending 
against this Bye-Law shall, in addition to the penalty 
hereinafter provided, be liable to make good the damage. 

Dogs not permitted to go at large in the Parks. 

9. —No person shall take a dog into any of the Parks> 
l or have the same -there, unless the dog be fastened to 
' and led by a chain or string, and kept under the control 

of such person; and no person shall permit his or her 
dog to be at large within the Parks. 

Persons'mt to walk on the flower beds, &c. 

10.—No person shall walk or trample upon thie 
flower beds or shrubberies within the Parks, nor upon 
the grass where a notice is placed requiring them to 
keep off the grass.

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Carpets, &c., not to be beat in Parks. 

!!•—No person shall beat, shake, or clean any rug, 
drugget, mat, or carpet within the Parks. 

Persons violating Bye-Laws to be removed from Parks. 

12. Any officer or servant of the Corporation may 
remove from the Parks any person who shall be guilty 
of any breach of any of the af oresaid Bye-Laws, or any 
part thereof. Any person so offending and refusing to 
give his or her name or address, or giving a false name 
or address to such officer or servant, will be liable to 
the penalty hereinafter provided. 

Penalty. 

13. The penalty for any breach or non-observanc e 
of any and every part of the foregoing Bye-Laws, shall 
be any sum not exceeding 40s. 

N.B. It is hoped that all persons using these Parks, 
provided at great expense, for the health and recreation 
of the. Inhabitants of the Borough, will assist the 
authorities by example and all other necessary means, 
to preserve decency of behaviour, and conformity to the 
regulations laid down for the government of the Parks

BYE-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 


FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 

MOOR PARK. 


1. —The Park shall be open to the Public daring 
such times as may, from time to time, be determined 
by the Council. 

2. —No person shall play at cricket, hockey, quoits, 
bowls, or any other game within the Park except with 
the permission of the Corporation, and on such of the 
Parks, and at such periods or times as may from time 
to time be appointed and set apart by the Corporation 
and in conformity with such rules and orders as the 
Corporation may make in reference to such games. 
No person shall play at pitch and toss, or gamble with¬ 
in the Park ; and no person shall bathe or wade or 
throw a stone, stick, or other thing in the ornamental 
waters or lakes in the Park, nor permit any dog to 
swim therein. 

3. —Bands of music shall not be allowed to play in 
the Part, except with the permission of the Corpora¬ 
tion, and under such restrictions as the Corporation 
shall from time to time specify. 

4. —No refreshments of any kind shall be hawked 
within the Park or sold therein without the written 
permission of the Corporation, and in such buildings 
only as may be set apart for that purpose.

5.—The Park shall not be used for religions, or 
political, or any other meetings, except occasional 
gatherings of Schools, with the previous permission, 
and under and subject to the control of the Corpora¬ 
tion. 

G.—No person shall ride or drive any horse or other 
animal, nor shall draw, ride, or drive, any carriage or 
other vehicle upon or over any part of the grass, or 
footpaths. 

7. —No person shall drive, or cause to be driven, or 
have any wagon, cart, or such like carriage, on any of 
the roads or drives in the Park. 

8. —No person shall angle, or fish for, or take or 
destroy any fish in any of the lakes or ponds in the 
Park. 

9. —No person shall hunt, snare, or go in pursuit of 
any rabbit or game in the Park, or shall seek for, take 
or destroy any bird’s nest, or discharge any gun or 
firearms in the Park. 

10. —No person shall commit any nuisanee within 
the Park or otherwise interfere with the comfort of 
other persons frequenting the Park, or shall smoke in 
any building therein, or shall be intoxicated, or guilty 
of any breach of the peace, or of profane swearing, or 
of using profane, indecent, offensive, noisy, or insulting 
language, or of violent, disorderly, indecent, or 
insulting behaviour in the Park, or shall wilfully, 
interrupt any servant of the Corporation whilst in the 
performance of duty. 

11. —No person shall pluck any flowers, or damage, 
or injure, or deface any of the buildings, trees, shrubs, 
bridges, walks, fences, grounds, or any other property 
within the Park, or injure or molest any bird, animal. 






or fowl whatsoever therein. Any person offending 
against this Bye-Law, shall in addition to the penalty 
hereinafter provided, be liable to make good the 
damage. 

12. —No person shall affix or place any placard, bill 
or paper in the Park, nor write or mark with chalk or 
otherwise on any of the trees, iron, or woodwork 
therein. 

13. —No person shall take a dog into the Park, or 
have the same there, unless the dog be fastened to and 
led by a chain or string, and kept under the control of 

( such person, and no person shall permit his or her dog 
to be at large within the Park. 

14. —No person shall walk or trample upon or in 
any manner injure any of the flower beds or shrub¬ 
beries within the Park, nor walk or be in any place as 
to which notice is. placed requiring persons to keep off 
any place or part. 

15. —No person shall beat, shake, draw 7 , or clean any 
rug, drugget, mat, carpet, or other article within the 
Park. 

16. —Any officer or servant of the Corporation may 
remove from the Park any person who shall be guilty 
of a breach of any of the aforesaid Bye-Laws, or any 
part thereof. Any person so offending and refusing to 

^ give his or her name or address, or giving a false name 
or address to such officer or servant, will be liable to 
the penalty hereinafter provided 

17. —The penalty for a breach or non-observance of 
any part of the foregoing Bye-Laws, shall be a sum 
not exceeding 40s., a distinct penalty being incurred, 
for each infraction of any part of the separate Bye-Laws. 

18. —The term “ Park ” shall mean and include every 
road or drive therein, as also all lakes, ponds, and 







streams of water, and all waters therein, and generally 
the entire premises forming the Park and its 
appurtenances. 

N.B.— It is hoped that all persons using this Park, 
provided at great expense, for the health and recreation 
of the Inhabitants of the Borough, will assist the 
Authorities by example and all other necessary means, 
to preserve decency of behaviour and conformity to 
the Regulations laid down for the government of the 
Park.

BYE-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 

FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 

DEEPDALE ENCLOSURE. 


1. —The Enclosure shall be open to the Public every 
day throughout the year, during such hours as may 
from time to time be determined by the Council. 

2. —The Enclosure shall be used as and for a prom¬ 
enade only, and no person shall play at any game or 
throw or discharge any stone or other missile, or 
discharge any gun or firearms within the Enclosure, 
and no person shall play at pitch and toss or gamble 
within the Enclosure. 

3. Except with the consent and subject to such 
regulations as the Corporation may from time to time 
make, no bands of music shall play nor any musical 
instruments be played within the Enclosure. 

4. —No refreshments of any kind shall be hawked 
or sold within the Enclosure. 

5. —No Religious, Political, nor any other Meetings 
shall meet or be held in the Enclosure, except occasional 
gatherings of schools with the sanction, and funder 
and subject to the control of the Corporation. 

6. No person shall take into or use in the Enclosure 
any Horse, Carriage, Bicycle, Tricycle, Velocipede or 
other like mechanical contrivance, except chairs on 
wheels or perambulators drawn by hand, with Invalids 
or Children. 
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7. —No person shall commit any nuisance within 
the Enclosure or otherwise interfere with the comfort 
of persons frequenting the Enclosure, or shall smoke 
in any building therein, or shall be intoxicated, or 
guilty of profane swearing, or of using profane, inde¬ 
cent, offensive, or insulting language, or of indecent, 
disorderly, violent, or insulting behaviour in the En¬ 
closure, or shall wilfully interrupt or interfere with any 
of the servants of the Corporation in the performance 
of his or their duty. Any person so offending may 
be removed from the Enclosure, and will be liable to 
the Penalty hereby provided. 

8. —No person shall pluck any flowers, or damage, 
injure, or deface any of the buildings, trees, shrubs, 
walks, fences, grounds, or any other property within 
the Enclosure, nor shall seek for, disturb, take or 
destroy any bird’s nest or bird’s eggs in the Enclosure, 
and no person shall walk or trample upon the flower 
beds or shrubberies within the Enclosure, nor upon 
the grass where a notice is placed requiring persons to 
keep off the grass. Any person offending against this 
Bye-law, shall, in addition to the Penalty hereinafter 
provided, be liable to make good the damage. 

9. —No person shall take a dog into the Enclosure, 
or have the same there unless the dog be fastened to 
and led by a chain or string, and also kept under the 
control of such person, and no person shall permit his 
or her dog to be at large within the Enclosure. 

10. —No person shall beat, shake, or clean any rug, 
drugget, mat, or carpet within the Enclosure. 

11. —Any officer or servant of the Corporation may 
remove from the Enclosure any person who shall be 
guilty of any breach of any of the aforesaid Bye-laws, 
or any part thereof, and any person offending against 
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any of the aforesaid Bye-laws, or any part thereof, and 
refusing to give his or her name or address, or giving 
a false name or address, to such officer or servant, or 
resisting his removal by such officer or servant, shall 
be liable to the penalty hereinafter provided. 

12.—The Penalty for any breach or non-observance 
of any and every part of the foregoing Bye-laws shall 
be any sum not exceeding 40s. 

N.B.—It is hoped that all persons using the Enclo¬ 
sure, provided at considerable expense for the health 
and recreation of the Inhabitants of the Borough, will 
assist the Authorities by example and all other necess¬ 
ary means, to preserve decency of behaviour and 
conformity to the regulations laid down for the Govern¬ 
ment of the Parks.

Notice of the intention to apply for such 
confirmation given, according to law. 


The Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of 
the Borough of Preston, acting by the Council, 
as the Sanitary Authority for the Borough, 
by virtue of the Public Health Act, 1875,

sec. 157, may make Bye-laws with respect to 
the following matters ; that is to say— 

(1.)—With respect to the level, width, and 
construction or new Streets and the pro¬ 
visions for the sewerage thereof. 

(2.)—With respect to the structure of walls, 
foundations, roofs, and chimneys of new 
buildings for securing stability, and the 
prevention of fires, and for purposes of 
health. 

(3.)—With respect to the sufficiency of the space 
about new buildings to secure a free cir¬ 
culation of air, and with respect to the 
ventilation of such buildings. 

(4.)—With respect to the drainage of new 
buildings, to water closets, earth closets, 
privies, ashpits, and cesspools in connection 
with such buildings, and to the closing of 
such buildings or parts of such buildings, 
when unfit for human habitation, and to 
prohibition of their use for such habitation. 

And they may further provide for the ob¬ 
servance of such Bye-laws, by enacting therein 
such provisions as they think necessary, as to 
the giving of notices, as to the deposit of 
plans and sections by persons intending to lay 
out streets or to construct buildings, as to 
inspection by the Urban Authority, and as to 
the power of such Authority, subject to the 
provisions of the Public Health Act, 1875, to 
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remove, alter, or pull down any work begun 
or done in contravention of such Bye-Laws. 
Provided that no Bye-law made under this 
Section shall affect any building erected in 
any place (which at the time of the passing of 
the Public Health Act is included in an Urban 
Sanitary district) before the Local Government 
Acts came into force in such place, or any 
building erected in any place (which at the 
time of the passing of the Public Health Act 
is not included in an Urban Sanitary district) 
before such places becomes constituted or 
included in an Urban district, or by virtue of 
any order of the Local Government Board 
subject to this enactment. 





BYE LAWS

With respect to the Level, Width , and Construction of New 
Streets, and the Provisions for the Sewerage thereof. 

1. —Every person who lays out a new street shall lay 
out and fornt such street at such level as the Council 
shall in each case determine. 

Every person who lays out a new street as a carriage 
road shall lay out and form such street at least 36 feet 
wide. He shall cause a suitable footpath to be formed 
on each side of such street, of a width equal to one- 
fourth of the entire width of the street, and the 
remaining half of the width to be formed as a carriage 
way. 

Every person who lays out a new street as a back 
roadway between rows of dwelling-houses shall construct 
such back roadway of a width not less than 12 feet 
between the yard walls, co-extensive with the entire 
length of such dwelling-houses, and he shall cause such 
roadway to be open and uncovered throughout its whole 
length, and to communicate at or near each end with a 
street. 

The width of a new street shall be taken to mean the 
whole space dedicated to the public, measured at right 
angles to the course or direction of such street. 

2. —Every person who lays out a new street shall 
cause the entrance to such street at each end thereof to 
be the full width of such street, and he shall cause every 
such street to be open from the ground upwards, 
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3. —Every person who constructs a new street shall Construction

adopt a suitable mode of construction, and use only 

sound, suitable, and substantial materials in the con¬ 
struction of such street. 

4. —When the proposed level of any new street shall 
have been approved by the Council, their Surveyor 
shall specify the line, depth and inclination, form, size, 
materials, mode of construction and ventilation, and 
other particulais of the sewers and their appurtenances, 
according to which the works for the proper drainage 
of such street, and of the adjoining properties, are to be 
carried out; and no person shall carry out any works 
for the proper drainage of such street, and of the 
adjoining properties, otherwise than in accordance with 
such specification. 

With respect to the structure of Walls, Foundations, Roofs, 
and Chimneys of New Buildings, for securing stability, 
and the prevention of fires, and for purposes of health. 

5. —Every person intending to erect a new building Foundations 
upon land on which no dwelling-house shall have been buildings, 
previously erected, or upon land theretofore used either 

as garden ground or as a yard, or upon land on which 
any contents of a privy or ashpit, or other offensive or 
noxious matter may have been deposited, shall cause the 
soil in every such case to be excavated and removed to 
a depth of twelve inches at the least from the floor line, 
and he shall cause a layer of concrete or sand, not less 
than six inches thick, to be spread thereon and well 
rammed before the floor is laid. 

6. —Every person erecting a new building shall con- Structure of 
struct every external or party wall of such building of 

good brick or stone, or other hard and incombustible 
materials, properly bonded and solidly put together with 






good mortar or cement, and he shall cause the foundations 
to rest upon solid ground, or upon a sufficient thickness 
of good concrete or upon other solid substructure.

The projection of the bottom of the footing of every 
■\yall, on each side of the wall, shall be at least equal to 
one-half of the thickness of the wall at its base ; and the 
diminution of the footing of every wall shall be formed 
in regular off-sets, and the height from the bottom of 
such footing to the base of the wall shall be at least equal 
to one-half of the thickness of the wall at its base. 


7a.—Every person erecting a new building the roof of 
which adjoins any other house or building shall cause the 
party wall of such new building to be carried up above 
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the roof, to form a parapet of not less than 12 inches in 
height, measured at right angles with the slope of the 
roof above the covering of such roof. 

8.—No person erecting a new building shall allow 
any timber or woodwork to be placed in any wall or 
chimney breast nearer than 12 inches to the inside o 
any chimney opening or flue, or within 2 inches from the 
face of the stonework or brickwork about any chimney 
or flue where the substance of such stonework or brick¬ 
work is less than 9 inches thick, unless the face of such 
stonework or brickwork be properly rendered. 


With respect to the sufficiency of the space about Buildings, to 
secure a free circulation of air, and with respect to the 
ventilation of Buildings 

9 -—Every person erecting in any street laid out sub¬ 
sequently to the confirmation of the Bye-laws a new 
building to be used as a dwelling-house shall provide in 
the rear or at the side thereof, or partly in the rear and 
partly at the side, an open space or open spaces exclu¬ 
sively belonging thereto, to the extent of at least 240 
square feet in the whole, free from any erection thereon 
above the level of the ground. Every person erecting a 
new building for use as a dwelling-house in any street 
already laid out, or in any street laid out subsequently to 
the confirmation of the Bye-laws, and constructed as a 
Back roadway between two rows of dwelling-houses, 
shall cause the open space or open spaces exclusively 
belonging to such dwelling-house to be of the extent at 
least of 150 square feet, free from any erection thereon 
above the level of the ground. He shall cause the

feet. If such building shall exceed io feet and shall not 
exceed 19 feet in height above the level of such open 
space, he shall cause the distance across to be not less 
than 15 feet. If such building shall exceed 19 feet and 
shall not exceed 28 feet in height, he shall cause such 
distance across to be not less than 20 feet. If such 
building shall exceed 28 feet in height, he shall cause 
such distance across to be not less than 25 feet. 

10.—Wherever any open space has been left belonging 
to any new building to which these Bye-laws apply, no- 
person shall afterwards build on or wholly or partially- 
cover such open space, except in the case of alteration 
or re-erection of such building, in which case the person 
altering or re-erecting such building shall comply with 
the requirements of the preceding Bye-law so far as the 
same may be applicable to the case. 

n-—No person shall erect a new building on the side 
of any new street the height of which building shall 
exceed the distance from the front line thereof to the 
opposite side of such street; nor shall any person at any 
time subsequently increase the height of such building 
so as to exceed such distance. 

12. —In estimating the height of a new building, the 
measurement shall be taken from the level of the centre 
of the street immediately opposite the building up to the 
top of the parapet or eaves of the roof. 

13. —Every person erecting a new building shall 
provide every habitable room therein with one window 
at the least, directly opening into the external air, and. 
he shall cause the total area of such window or windows,, 
clear of the sash frame, to be at least equal to one-tenth 
of the area of such room ; and in the case of sash frames 
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he shall cause the sashes to be double hung, and in other 
cases he shall cause one-half at least of each window to 
be made to open, such opening extending in every case 
to the top of the window. If such room be without a 
fireplace, he shall cause it to be provided with adequate 
means of ventilation, by air shaft or open ventilators, 
through the external wall not less than 9 inches by 6 
inches. 

14.—Every person erecting a new building shall cause Ventilation of 
such building to be supplied with adequate means of buildin & s - 
ventilation.

12.—Every owner of a new building shall cause the Drainage of

means of earthenware field pipes or otherwise, and he 
shall cause the whole surface of the site to be covered 
with a layer of good concrete, at least six inches thick, 
whenever the dampness of the site renders this 
precaution necessary. He shall also provide a suitable 
damp course of slates, laid in cement, or of asphalte, 
sheet lead, or other material impervious to moisture, in 
every wall of such building, beneath the floor timbers, 
and at a height not exceeding one foot above the outer 
ground level, or the top of the footings, whichever is 
higher. He shall cause all rain water to be so drained 
or conveyed from the roof of any building as to prevent 
its dripping on the ground or causing dampness to the 
premises, 
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Construction 16.—Every person erecting a new building shall 

drains SG construct the drains of such building of glazed stone¬ 
ware or fire-clay socketed pipes, or other equally suitable 
material, and of adequate dimensions, and he shall cause 
such drains to have a proper fall and to be connected with 
the sewers in such manner as the Surveyor shall direct. 
He shall cause such drains to be laid with water-tight 
joints, and beneath any building to be embedded in and 
surrounded with an sufficient thickness of well puddled 
clay or good concrete. He shall cause every junction to 
be formed with easy and regular curves ; and shall not 
allow any right angle junction, whether vertical or 
horizontal, to be formed. 

Ventilation of 17.—Every person erecting a new building shall 
house drains. p rG per ventilation in the drainage of such build¬ 

ing, by means of a special pipe or shaft, or by some 
other sufficient and suitable method. He shall not 
allow any communication with the drains to be made 
within such building, except in the case of a water closet 
fitted with a proper apparatus. Every such person 
shall cause the waste pipes from any sink, bath, or 
lavatory, the overflow pipe from any cistern, and any 
pipe for carrying off waste water to be taken through an 
external wall and to discharge in the open air over a 
channel leading to a trapped gully grating at a suitable 
distance. He shall cause the soil pipe from every water 
closet to be fixed externally, and to be ventilated by 
means of a pipe, not less than three inches diameter, taken 
to such a height as will afford a safe outlet for sewer gas. 
He shall cause every inlet to the house drains to be 
properly trapped. 

Water closets 1 8 . —Every person constructing a water closet, earth 

and privies c l ose t } or privy in connection with any new building, 
shall construct such water closet, earth closet, or privy 
jn a suitable situation of adequate dimensions, and with 











sound, suitable, and substantial materials. He shall 
furnish such water closet or privy with an opening for 
ventilation, as near to the top as practicable, communi¬ 
cating directly with the external air. He shall cause 
every privy, ashpit, and cesspool in connection with any 
new building to be so constructed that no part of such 
privy, ashpit, or cesspool shall be situated immediately 
beneath any habitable room, and so that the contents of 
such privy, ashpit, and cesspool may be readily removed 
from the premises, either at the rear of the house, or by 
means of a side passage, at least three feet wide, 
communicating with a street. 

* 9 - —Every person constructing a cesspool or ashpit Cesspools and 
in connection with any new building, shall construct ashpits ' 
such cesspool or ashpit in a suitable situation of adequate 
dimensions, and with sound, suitable, and substantial 
materials. He shall not allow any water from any roof, 
or from the yard or elsewhere to run therein. He shall 
cause every ashpit to so enclosed and covered over as 
to be kept dry and ventilated. He shall cause every 
cesspool to be made and kept dry and watertight, and to 
be arched or otherwise properly covered over and to be 
properly ventilated. 

20. —In any case where it is certified to the Council Buildings un- 
by the Medical Officer of Health, by the Surveyor, by an habkadon? an 
Inspector of Nuisances, or by any two medical practi¬ 
tioners, that any building, or part of a building 
erected since the Local Government Acts came into 
operation within the Borough, is unfit for human habi¬ 
tation, the Council may cause a notice of such certificate 
to be served on the owner or occupier of such building 
or part of a building, and appoint a time for him to 
appear and answer the same before them, and, upon 
such appearance, or in default of such appearance may 
by their order, affixed conspicuously on the building, or 
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part of the building, declare or notify that the same is 
not fit for human habitation, and direct that after a date 
therein to be specified, the same shall not be inhabited ; 
and any person who, after the date or time mentioned in 
such order, lets or occupies, or continues to let or 
occupy, or knowingly suffers to be occupied, such build¬ 
ing or part of a building, shall be liable for such offence 
to a penalty of twenty shillings for every day during 
which the same is let or occupied ; provided always, 
that if at any time after the making of such order, the 
Council shall be satisfied that such building or part of a 
building has been rendered fit for human habitation, 
they may revoke their said order, and the same shall 
thenceforward cease to operate. 

As to giving of Notices—as to the deposit of Plans and 
Sections by persons intending to lay out streets or construct 
Buildings—as to inspection by the Council—and as to the 
power of the Council to remove, alter, or full down any 
work, begun or done in contravention of such Bye-Laws. 

Notices, plans 21.— Every person proposing to make or lay out any

of such intention to the Council, which notice shall be 
delivered to them at their office, or left at the office of 
their Surveyor, and shall at the same time leave or cause 
to be left at the office of the Council or of their Surveyor 
a plan of such intended new street, drawn in ink on 
drawing paper, tracing cloth, or tracing paper to a scale 
of not more than 44 feet to an inch, and with the main 
distances figured on the plan ; also a section drawn on 
an accurate scale of not more than 44 feet to an inch 
horizontally, and 10 feet to an inch vertically : and he 
shall shew on every such plan the names of the owners 
of the land through or over which such street is intended 
to pass ; the level, width, direction, the proposed mode

liable to a penalty of fifty shillings. 
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Provided nevertheless that the Justices or Court 
before whom any complaint may be made for a breach 
of any of the foregoing Bye-laws, may, if they see fit, 
reduce the amount of penalty herein prescribed as they 
may deem advisable.

PRESTON CORPORATION TRAMWAYS. 


BYE-LAWS 


Made by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the 
Borough of Preston, being the Promoters of the 
Preston Corporation Tramways Undertaking, under 
and in pursuance of the powers conferred upon them 
by the Tramways Act, 1870, at a Meeting of the 
Town Council held on the 29th day of December, 1904. 


Interp ret a tion. 

1. Throughout these Bye-laws the word “ Corporation ” 
means the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the Borough of 
Preston, and such other Local Authority, Company, or Person 
as may for the time being be authorised to use the Tramways 
of the Corporation, and shall include any Lessees or Persons 
for the time being working the Tramway System hereinafter 
referred to ; the word “ Tramways ” means the Tramway System 
for the time being worked by the Corporation, whether situate 
in the Borough of Preston or the Urban District of Fulwood; 
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the word “Car” means any Carriage or Car run upon the Tram¬ 
ways for the Conveyance of Passengers ; the word “ Conductor” 
means any Officer or Servant of the Corporation having the 
charge of or helping in the charge of a Car ; and the word 
“ Driver ” means any Officer or Servant of the Corporation 
driving or helping to drive a Car. 


Extent of Bye-laws. 

2. The Bye-laws hereinafter set forth shall extend and apply 
to every Car using the Tramways. 


Entering or Leaving Cars. 

3. Every person shall enter or depart .from a Car by the 
step of the hindmost or Conductor’s Platform, and not otherwise, 
unless so directed by the Conductor. 

No person shall enter or mount, or attempt to enter or 
mount any Car arriving or standing at a terminus, stopping- 
place, or other place, until such Passengers as may be upon the 
Car and as desire to alight shall have alighted. 


Entering or Leaving Car in Motion. 

4. No person shall enter, board, mount, or leave, or attempt 
to enter, board, mount, or leave any Car whilst in motion. 


Entering Full Cars. 

5. When any Car contains in the interior thereof the full 
number of Passengers for which seating accommodation, accord¬ 
ing to the Notice thereof attached to the Car, is provided in such 
interior, no person beyond such number shall enter, mount, or 
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remain therein except by the express permission of the Conductor 
first obtained. 

When any Car contains on the outside thereof the full 
number of Passengers for which seating accommodation, accord¬ 
ing to the Notice thereof attached to the Car, is provided on such 
I ^ outside, no person beyond such number shall enter, mount, or 

remain thereon.

Travelling on Steps, &c. 

6. No person not being an Officer or Servant of the Cor¬ 
poration acting in the performance of his duty shall travel or ride 
on the steps, platforms, outside rails, buffers, or guards of any 
Car, or shall stand, in any case, on the outside, or, except by the 
express permission of the Conductor first obtained, in the interior 
of any Car. 

q No person, except a Passenger or intending Passenger, 

shall board a Car, and no person shall hold or hang on to any 
part of a Car. 

Disabled Cars. 

7. If at any time a Car becomes disabled or in any way 
injured, or from any cause unable to proceed, the Passengers 
shall, upon the request of the Conductor, leave the same, and, if 
such Passengers have paid their fares, shall not be entitled to 
demand back the amount of their fares so paid. No person 

i f shall > except with the leave of the Conductor, enter a disabled 

or injured Car. 

Smoking. 

8. No person shall smoke or carry a lighted pipe, cigar, or 
cigarette inside any Car, nor on the top of any Car in front of the 
Trolley Standard. 
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Offensive Language or Conduct. 

9. No person shall swear or use obscene or offensive 
language, or conduct himself offensively whilst in or upon any 
Car, or spit or commit any nuisance in or upon or against any 
Car or Tramway Station or Premises used in connection with 
the Tramway System, or in any way wilfully interfere with the 
comfort of any Passenger. 

No Passenger or other person shall, while travelling in or 
upon any Car, play or perform upon any musical instrument, or 
distribute advertisements or tracts of any kind, or beg or collect 
money, alms, or subscriptions, or sell any article, or play any 
game, or gamble, or deposit remnants of food or fruit in or upon 
any Car. 

Intoxicated Persons and Persons Suffering from 
Disease. 

10. No person who is in a state of intoxication or affected 
with any dangerous, contagious, or infectious disorder shall enter 
or mount upon any Car, and if any such person is found in or 
upon any Car it shall be lawful for the Conductor, or any other 
Officer or Servant of the Corporation to immediately remove 
such person from the Car, and, if such person shall have paid his 
fare, he shall not be entitled to demand back the amount of his 
fare so paid. 


Objectionable Persons. 

11. No person whose dress or clothing might, in the opinion 
of the Conductor of a Car, soil or injure the seats, linings, or 
cushions of a Car, or the dress or clothing of any Passenger, and 
no person who, in the opinion of the Conductor, might for any 
other reason be offensive to any Passenger, shall be entitled to 
enter or remain in or upon any Car, and may be prevented from 
entering any Car, and shall not enter or mount any Car after 
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having been requested not to do so by the Conductor; and if any 
such person be found in or upon any Car, he shall, on request of 
the Conductor, leave such Car, upon the fare, if previously paid, 
being returned. 


Damage to Cars. 

12. No person shall wilfully cut, tear, soil, or damage the 
seats, cushions, curtains, or linings, or remove or deface any 
number plate, printed or other notice, in or upon any Car, or 
break or scratch any window of, or otherwise wilfully damage any 
Car. Any person acting in contravention of this Bye-law shall, 
in addition to the penalty prescribed by these Bye-laws, be liable 
for the amount of any damage so done. 

Payment of Fares. 

13. Each Passenger shall, upon demand or before leaving 
the Car, pay to the Conductor or other duly-authorised Officer of 
the Corporation, the fare legally payable for the journey, and 
obtain a ticket therefor. 

Any person leaving a Car shall be deemed to have com¬ 
pleted his journey. 

No child under three years of age who is sitting on the 
lap of a Passenger shall be liable to pay a fare. 

Tickets. 

14. Each Passenger shall immediately, upon demand, show 
his ticket to the Conductor or any duly authorised Officer of the 
Corporation, and shall also, when required so to do by the Con¬ 
ductor or any duly authorised Officer of the Corporation, either 
deliver up his ticket or pay the fare legally demandable for the 
distance travelled over by such Passenger. 

Tickets shall not be transferable, and shall only be 
available by the Car on which they are issued. 






Artisans. 


15. No person not being an Artisan, Mechanic, or Daily 
Labourer within the true intent and meaning of the Acts of Par¬ 
liament relating to the Tramways, shall use or attempt to use any 
ticket intended only for an Artisan, Mechanic, or Daily Labourer, 
or travel or attempt to travel on the Tramways as an Artisan, 
Mechanic, or Daily Labourer. 

Luggage. 

16. Personal or other luggage (including the tools of Artisans, 
Mechanics, and Daily Labourers) shall, unless otherwise per¬ 
mitted by the Conductor, be placed on the Front, or Driver’s 
Platform, and not inside or on the roof of any Car. 

Dogs. 

17. No dog or other animal shall be allowed in the interior 
of any Car, nor, in any case in which the conveyance of such dog 
or other animal is offensive or any annoyance to any passenger, 
shall the same be allowed on the outside of any Car. 


Firearms, &c. 

18. No person shall enter, mount, or travel in or on any 
Car with loaded firearms, or with any article, instrument, or 
implement which may, in the opinion of the Conductor, be 
dangerous or offensive to any Passenger. 

Obstruction. 

19. No person shall wilfully obstruct or impede any Con¬ 
ductor, Driver, or other Officer or Servant of the Corporation 
acting in the performance of his duty upon or in connection with 
any Car or Tramway. 
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Interference with the Duties of the Conductor 
or Driver. 

20. No person other than the Conductor or Driver, or other 
Servant of the Corporation acting in the performance of his duty 
shall change or remove the Route Indicators or Destination 
Boards, or interfere with the controllers, brakes, lights, ven¬ 
tilators, trolley cord, or any part of the Car or its equipment, or 
signal a Car to start. 

Power to Remove Passengers Committing Offences. 

21. Any person who shall commit, whilst on any Car, any 
legal offence or any breach of these Bye-Laws shall, in addition 
to being liable to a penalty, be liable to be immediately removed 
from the Car; and, if such person shall have paid his fare, shall 
not be entitled to demand back the amount of his fare so paid. 

Conductors and Drivers to Enforce Bye-laws. 

22. Every Conductor and Driver shall, to the best of his 
ability, enforce these Bye-laws and Regulations, and prevent the 
breach thereof; and if any such Conductor or Driver fails to 
enforce the same, as aforesaid, he shall be deemed to have com¬ 
mitted a breach thereof 

Bye-laws to be Placed in Cars. 

23. There shall be placed, and kept placed in a conspicuous 
position inside of each Car in use, a printed copy of the Byelaws. 

Penalty. 

24. Any person offending against or committing a breach of 
any of these Bye-laws shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
forty shillings, and, in case of a continuing offence, to a penalty 
not exceeding ten shillings, in addition to the first-mentioned 
penalty, for every day during which such offence continues. 









Repeal of Existing Bye-laws. 

25. From and after the date of these Bye-laws coming into 
force, the Bye-laws and Regulations made by the said Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Burgesses on the 28th February, 1895, and those 
made by the said Mayor, Aldermen and Burgesses and William 
Harding and Co., Limited, which came into force on the 1st of 
June, 1895, shall be repealed. 

Date of Coming into Force. 

26. These Bye-laws shall come into force on the 1st day of 
April, 1905.

Bye-law requiring Vehicles to carry Lights 


At an Ordinary Meeting of the Council 
of the Borough of Preston, duly con¬ 
vened and held on Thursday, the 25th 
day of April, 1901, in the Council 
Chamber at the Town Hall in the said 
Borough, at which more than two-thirds 
of the whole number of the Council 
were present. 

It was resolved— 

That pursuant to the authority contained in 
Section 23 of the Municipal Corporations Act 1882,. 
the Mayor, Aldermen and Burgesses of the Borough 
of Preston, acting by the Council, do hereby make 
the following Bye-law, namely 

Definition. 

In the following Bye-law the words “the borough” 
shall mean the Municipal Borough of Preston. 
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(i.) Every person who shall cause or permit 
any vehicle to be in any street or highway during 
the period between one hour after sunset and 
one hour before sunrise, shall provide the same 
with a lamp or lamps so constructed and capable 
of being so attached as when lighted to show to 
the front a white light visible within a reasonable 
distance to persons meeting or approaching the 
vehicle. If only one lamp is so provided, it shall 
be attached to the off or right side of the vehicle. 

(ii.) He shall also, if the vehicle is used for the 
purpose of carrying timber or any load projecting 
more than six feet to the rear, provide the same 
with a lamp or lamps so constructed and capable 
of being so attached as when lighted to show to 
the rear a red light visible within a reasonable 
distance to persons overtaking the vehicle. 

(iii.) Every person driving or being in charge 
of such vehicle as aforesaid in any street or high¬ 
way during such period as aforesaid shall keep 
such lamp or lamps properly trimmed, lighted, 
and attached. 

Any person convicted by a Court of Summary 
Jurisdiction of offending against any of the regu¬ 
lations of the foregoing bye-law shall, for each 
and every such offence forefeit and pay any sum not 
exceeding Five Pounds.

Bye-Laws as to Street Trading. 


BYE-LAWS made by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Burgesses of the County Borough of Preston, acting by 
the Council as the Local Authority under the above 
Act with respect to Street Trading. 

1. No boy under the age of 12 shall be employed 
in or carry on street trading unless he is so employed 
at the date when these Bye-laws come into operation, 
and is not then under the age of 11. 

2. No girl under the age of 12 shall be employed 
in or carry on street trading; and no girl under the age 
of 16 shall be employed in or carry on street trading 
except in the company of a parent or guardian. 

3. No person under the age of 16 shall be em¬ 
ployed in or carry on street trading on any week day 
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after 8 in the evening, between the ist of October and 
31st March, or after 9 in the evening, between the ist 
of April and 30th September. No person under the 
age of 16 shall be employed in or carry on street 
trading on Sundays after 10 o’clock in the forenoon. 

4. No person under the age of 16 engaged in. j 

street trading shall enter any premises licensed for 
public entertainment, or for the sale of intoxicating 
liquor for consumption on the premises, for the purpose 

of trading or delivering goods. 

5. No child who is not exempt from school atten¬ 
dance shall be employed in or carry on street trading 
during school hours. 

REGULATIONS AS TO LICENCES. 

6. No person under 16 shall be employed or 
engage in street trading unless furnished with a licence 
from the Council. 

7. A licence to engage in street trading shall not 
be refused by the Council to any person under the age 
of 16 applying for it, and not prohibited by Bye-laws 1 

and 2, except on the ground that the applicant is by , 
reason of physical or mental deficiency unfit to trade 
in the streets, or that he or her has not his or her 
parent’s or guardian’s consent to his or her being so 
employed. 

8. Licences shall be granted to expire on the 
31st March following. 
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g. Every licensed person while trading in the 
streets shall wear, in the appointed way, the badge 
prescribed by the Council. 

10. No charge shall be made by the Council for 
any licence or badge. 

( 

11. The Council may suspend or revoke any 
licence if the holder is convicted of any offence ; or 
commits any breach of these Bye-laws ; or in any way 
defaces, lends, or parts with his badge ; or uses the 
licence as a cloak for begging, immorality, imposition 
or improper purpose ; or fails to notify to the Chief 
Constable within 14 days any change in the holder’s 
place of residence.

Employment of Children Act, 1903. 

(3 Ed. 7, ch. 45.) 


EXTRACTS FROM ACT. 


General restrictions on employment of children. 

3 + —(1) A child shall not be employed between the 
hours of nine in the evening and six in the morning: 
Provided that any local authority may, by byelaw, 
vary these hours either generally or for any specified 
occupation. 

(2) A child under the age of eleven years shall not 
be employed in street trading. 

(3) No child who is employed half-time under the 
Factory and Workshop Act, 1901, shall be employed 
in any other occupation. 

(4) A child shall not be employed to lift, carry, or 
move anything so heavy as to be likely to cause injury 
to the child. 

(5) A child shall not be employed in any occupation 
likely to be injurious to his life, limb, health, or educa¬ 
tion, regard being had to his physical condition. 

(6) If the local authority send to the employer of 
any child a certificate signed by a registered medical 
practitioner that the lifting, carrying, or moving of any 
specified weight is likely to cause injury to the child, or 
that any specified occupation is likely to be injurious to 









the life, limb, health, or education of the child, the 
certificate shall be admissible as evidence in any 
subsequent proceedings against the employer in respect 
of the employment of the child. 


Offences and Penalties. 

5.— (1) If any person employes a child or other 
person under the age of sixteen in contravention of this 
Act, or of any byelaw under this Act, he shall be liable 
on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding forty 
shillings, or, in case of a second or subsequent offence, 
not exceeding five pounds. 

(2) If any parent or guardian of a child or other 
person under the age of sixteen has conduced to the 
commission of the alleged offence by wilful default, or 
by habitually neglecting to exercise due care, he shall 
be liable on summary conviction to the like fine. 

(3) If any person under the age of sixteen con¬ 
travenes the provisions of any byelaw as to street 
trading made under this Act, he shall be liable on 
summary conviction to a fine not exceeding twenty 
shillings, and in case of a second or subsequent offence, 
if a child, to be sent to an industrial school, and, if not 
a child to a fine not exceeding five pounds. 

(4) In lieu of ordering a child to be sent under this 
section to an industrial school, a court of summary 
jurisdiction may order the child to be taken out of the 
charge or control of the person who actually has the 
charge or control of the child, and to be committed to 
the charge or control of some fit person who is willing 
to undertake the same until such child reaches the age 
of sixteen years : And the provisions of sections seven 
and eight of the Prevention of Cruelty to Children Act, 
1894, shall with the necessary modifications, apply to 
any order for the disposal of a child made under this 
sub-section. 










Offences by agents or workmen and by parents. 

6.—(i) Where the offence of taking a child into 
employment in contravention of this Act is in fact 
committed by an agent or workman of the employer, 
such agent or workman shall be liable to a penalty as if 
he were the employer. 

(2) Where a child is taken into employment in 
contravention of this Act on the production, by or with 
the privity of the parent, of a false or forged certificate, 
or on the false representation of his parent that the 
child is of an age at which such employment is not in 
contravention of this Act, that parent shall be liable to 
a penalty not exceeding forty shillings. 

(3) Where an employer is charged with any offence 
under this Act he shall be entitled, upon information 
duly laid by him, to have any other person whom he 
charges as the actual offender brought before the court 
at the time appointed for hearing the charge, and if, 
after the commission of the offence has been proved, 
the court is satisfied that the employer had used due 
diligence to comply with the provisions of the Act, and 
that the other person had committed the offence in 
question without the employer’s knowledge, consent, or 
connivance, the other person shall be summarily con¬ 
victed of the offence, and the employer shall be exempt 
from any fine. 

(4) When it is made to appear to the satisfaction 
of an inspector or other officer charged with the enforce¬ 
ment of this Act, at the time of discovering the offence, 
that the employer had used all due diligence to enforce 
compliance with this Act, and also by what person the 
offence had been committed, and also that it had been 
committed without the knowledge, consent, or con¬ 
nivance of the employer, and in contravention of his 
order, then the inspector or officer shall proceed against 
the person whom he believes to be the actual offender 
in the first instance without first proceeding against the 











Definitions. 


I3 + In this Act— 

The expression “child” means a person under 
the age of fourteen years : 

The expression “ guardian,” used in reference to 
a child, includes any person who is liable to 
maintain or has the actual custody of the child : 

The expressions “employ” and “employment,” 
used in reference to a child, include employment 
in any labour exercised by way of trade or for 
the purposes of gain, whether the gain be to the 
child or to any other person : 

The expression “ street trading ” includes the 
hawking of newspapers, matches, flowers, and 
other articles, playing, singing, or performing for 
profit, .shoe blacking, and any other like 
occupation carried on in streets or in public 
places.

BYE-LAWS REGULATING STREET TRADING 
WITHIN THE BOROUGH OF PLYMOUTH, 
UNDER THE EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN 
ACT, 1903, MADE BY THE COUNCIL OF THE 
BOROUGH. 

( a ) General Regulations. 

1. —No Girl under the age of 16 shall be employed in 
or carry on street trading, provided that this Bye-Law 
shall not apply to Girls trading in the company of their 
parents. 

2. —No Boy under the age of 15 shall be employed in 
or carry on street trading after 8 in the evening. 

3. —No person under the age ot 16 employed , in or 
carrying on street trading shall enter any premises 
licensed for public entertainment, or for the sale of 
intoxicating liquor for consumption on the premises for 
the purpose of trading. 

4. —No Boy under 14 shall be employed in or carry on 
street trading on Sunday. 

5. —No Child who is not exempt from School attend¬ 
ance shall be employed in or carry on street trading 
during school hours. 

[ b ) —Regulations, as to Licenses. 

6. —No Person under 16 shall be employed in or carry 
on street trading unless furnished with a license from 
the Council. 

7. —A License to be employed in or carry on street 
trading shall not be refused by the Council to any person 
between the ages of 11 and 16 not prohibited from street 





trading by Bye-Law No. i, except on the ground that 
the applicant is by reason of physical or mental defic¬ 
iency unfit to trade in the streets, or that such applicant 
has not his or her parents’ or guardians’ consent to 
being so employed. 

8. —Licenses shall be granted for a period of one year 
only, and shall expire on 31 st, December. 

9. —Every licensed person while trading in the streets 
shall wear a badge, supplied by the Council, upon the 
right or left arm. 

10. —No charge shall be made by the Council for any 
license or badge. 

11. —The Council may suspend or revoke any license 
if the holder is convicted of any offence ; or commits any 
breach of these Bye-Laws ; or in any way defaces, lends, 
or parts with his badge. 

“ Street trading” includes the hawking of newspapers , 
matches , flowers , and other articles , playing , singing or 
performing for profit, shoe-blacking, and any other like 
occupation carried on in streets or public places. 


BYE-LAW VARYING THE HOURS OF EMPLOY¬ 
MENT OF CHILDREN WITHIN THE BOROUGH 
OF PLYMOUTH, UNDER SECTION 3 (1) OF 
THE EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN ACT, 1903, 
AND SECTION 2 (B) OF THE PREVENTION 
OF CRUELTY TO CHILDREN ACT, 1904. 

The hours fixed by section 3 (1) of the Employment 
of Children Act, 1903, and Section 2 (B) of the Prevent¬

BYE-LAWS 


Made by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the 
Borough of Preston, being the Promoters of the 
Preston Corporation Tramways Undertaking, under 
and in pursuance of the,powers conferred upon them 
by the Tramways Act, 1870, at a Meeting of the 
Town Council held on the 29th day of December, 1904. 


In te rp re ta tion. 

1. Throughout these Bye-laws the word “Corporation” 
means the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the Borough of 
Preston, and such other Local Authority, Company, or Person 
as may for the time being be authorised to use the Tramways 
of the Corporation, and shall include any Lessees or Persons 
for the time being working the Tramway System hereinafter 
referred to ; the word “ Tramways ” means the Tramway System 
for the time being worked by the Corporation, whether situate 
in the Borough of Preston or the Urban District of Fulwood; 
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the word “Car” means any Carriage or Car run upon the Tram¬ 
ways for the Conveyance of Passengers ; the word “ Conductor ” 
means any Officer or Servant of the Corporation having the 
charge of or helping in‘the charge of a Car; and the word 
“ Driver ” means any Officer or Servant of the Corporation 
driving or helping to drive a Car. 

Extent of Bye-laws. 

2. The Bye-laws hereinafter set forth shall extend and apply 
to every Car using the Tramways. 

Entering or Leaving Cars. 

3. Every person shall enter or depart from a Car by the 
step of the hindmost or Conductor’s Platform, and not otherwise, 
unless so directed by the Conductor. 

No person shall enter or mount, or attempt to enter or 
mount any Car arriving or standing at a terminus, stopping- 
place, or other place, until such Passengers as may be upon the 
Car and as desire to alight shall have alighted. 


Entering or Leaving Car in Motion. 

4. No person shall enter, board, mount, or leave, or attempt 
to enter, board, mount, or leave any Car whilst in motion. 


Entering Full Cars. 

5. When any Car contains in the interior thereof the full 
number of Passengers for which seating accommodation, accord¬ 
ing to the Notice thereof attached to the Car, is provided in such 
interior, no person beyond such number shall enter, mount, or 
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remain therein except by the express permission of the Conductor 
first obtained. 

When any Car contains on the outside thereof the full 
number of Passengers for which seating accommodation, accord¬ 
ing to the Notice thereof attached to the Car, is provided on such 
outside, no person beyond such number shall enter, mount, or 
remain thereon. 


Travelling on Steps, &c. 

6. No person not being an Officer or Servant of the Cor¬ 
poration acting in the performance of his duty shall travel or ride 
on the steps, platforms, outside rails, buffers, or guards of any 
Car, or shall stand, in any case, on the outside, or, except by the 
express permission of the Conductor first obtained, in the interior 
of any Car. 

No person, except a Passenger or intending Passenger, 
shall board a Car, and no person shall hold or hang on to any 
part of a Car. 


Disabled Cars. 

7. If at any time a Car becomes disabled or in any way 
injured, or from any cause unable to proceed, the Passengers 
shall, upon the request of the Conductor, leave the same, and, if 
such Passengers have paid their fares, shall not be entitled to 
demand back the amount of their fares so paid. No person 
shall, except with the leave of the Conductor, enter a disabled 
or injured Car. 


Smoking. 

8. No person shall smoke or carry a lighted pipe, cigar, or 
cigarette inside any Car, nor on the top of any Car in front of the 
Trolley Standard. 
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Offensive Language or Conduct. 

g. No person shall swear or use obscene or offensive 
language, or conduct himself offensively whilst in or upon any 
Car, or spit or commit any nuisance in or upon or against any 
Car or Tramway Station or Premises used in connection with 
the Tramway System, or in any way wilfully interfere with the 
comfort of any Passenger. 

No Passenger or other person shall, while travelling in or 
upon any Car, play or perform upon any musical instrument, or 
distribute advertisements or tracts of any kind, or beg or collect 
money, alms, or subscriptions, or sell any article, or play any 
game, or gamble, or deposit remnants of food or fruit in or upon 
any Car. 

Intoxicated Persons and Persons Suffering from 
Disease. 

io. No person who is in a state of intoxication or affected 
with any dangerous, contagious, or infectious disorder shall enter 
or mount upon any Car, and if any such person is found in or 
upon any Car it shall be lawful for the Conductor, or any other 
Officer or Servant of the Corporation to immediately remove 
such person from the Car, and, if such person shall have paid his 
fare, he shall not be entitled to demand back the amount of his 
fare so paid. 


Objectionable Persons. 

ii. No person whose dress or clothing might, in the opinion 
of the Conductor of a Car, soil or injure the seats, linings, or 
cushions of a Car, or the dress or clothing of any Passenger, and 
no person Avho, in the opinion of the Conductor, might for any 
other reason be offensive to any Passenger, shall be entitled to 
enter or remain in or upon any Car, and may be prevented from 
entering any Car, and shall not enter or mount any Car after 
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having been requested not to do so by the Conductor; and if any 
such person be found in or upon any Car, he shall, on request of 
the Conductor, leave such Car, upon the fare, if previously paid, 
being returned. 

Damage to Cars. 

12. No person shall wilfully cut, tear, soil, or damage the 
seats, cushions, Curtains, or linings, or remove or deface any 
number plate, printed or other notice, in or upon any Car, or 
break or scratch any window of, or otherwise wilfully damage any 
Car. Any person acting in contravention of this Bye-law shall, 
in addition to the penalty prescribed by these Bye-laws, be liable 
for the amount of any damage so done. 

Payment of Fares. 

13. Each Passenger shall, upon demand or before leaving 
the Car, pay to the Conductor or other duly-authorised Officer of 
the Corporation, the fare legally payable for the journey, and 
obtain a ticket therefor. 

Any person leaving a Car shall be deemed to have com¬ 
pleted his journey. 

No child under three years of age who is sitting on the 
lap of a Passenger shall be liable to pay a fare. 

Tickets. 

14. Each Passenger shall immediately, upon demand, show 
his ticket to the Conductor or any duly authorised Officer of the 
Corporation, and shall also, when required so to do by the Con¬ 
ductor or any duly authorised Officer of the Corporation, either 
deliver up his ticket or pay the fare legally demandable for the 
distance travelled over by such Passenger. 

Tickets shall not be transferable, and shall only be 
available by the Car on which they are issued. 





Artisans. 


15. No person not being an Artisan, Mechanic, or Daily 
Labourer within the true intent and meaning of the Acts of Par¬ 
liament relating to the Tramways, shall use or attempt to use any 
ticket intended only for an Artisan, Mechanic,.or Daily Labourer, 
or travel or attempt to travel on the Tramways as an Artisan, 

Mechanic, or Daily Labourer. 

Luggage. 

16. Personal or other luggage (including the tools of Artisans, 

Mechanics, and Daily Labourers) shall, unless otherwise per¬ 
mitted by the Conductor, be placed on the Front, or Driver’s 
Platform, and not inside or on the roof of any Car. 

Dogs. 

17. No dog or other animal shall be allowed in the interior 
of any Car, nor, in any case in which the conveyance of such dog 
or other animal is offensive or any annoyance to any passenger, 
shall the same be allowed on the outside of any Car.

Firearms, &c. 

18. No person shall enter, mount, or travel in or on any 

•Car with loaded firearms, or with any article, instrument, or 
implement which may, in the opinion of the Conductor, be 
dangerous or offensive to any Passenger. ^

Obstruction.

19. No person shall wilfully obstruct or impede any Con¬ 
ductor, Driver, or other Officer or Servant of the Corporation 
acting in the performance of his duty upon or in connection with 
any Car or Tramway.

Interference with the Duties of the Conductor 
or Driver. 

20. No person other than the Conductor or Driver, or other 
Servant of the Corporation acting in the performance of his duty 
shall change or remove the Route Indicators or Destination 
Boards, or interfere with the controllers, brakes, lights, ven¬ 
tilators, trolley cord, or any part of the Car or its equipment, or 
signal a Car to start. 

Power to Remove Passengers Committing Offences. 

21. Any person who shall commit, whilst on any Car, any 
legal offence or any breach of these Bye-Laws shall, in addition 
to being liable to a penalty, be liable to be immediately removed 
from the Car; and, if such person shall have paid his fare, shall 
not be entitled to demand back the amount of his fare so paid. 

f Conductors and Drivers to Enforce Bye-laws. 

22. Every Conductor and Driver shall, to the best of his 
ability, enforce these Bye-laws and Regulations, and prevent the 
breach thereof; and if any such Conductor or Driver fails to 
enforce the same, as aforesaid, he shall be deemed to have com¬ 
mitted a breach thereof 

Bye-laws to be Placed in Cars. 

23. There shall be placed, and kept placed in a conspicuous 

\ position inside of each Car in use, a printed copy of the Byelaws. 

Penalty. 

24. Any person offending against or committing a breach of 
any of these Bye-laws shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
forty shillings, and, in case of a continuing offence, to a penalty 
not exceeding ten shillings, in addition to the first-mentioned 
penalty, for every day during which such offence continues. 









Repeal of Existing Bye-laws. 

25. From and after the date of these Bye-laws coming into 
force, the Bye-laws and Regulations made by the said Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Burgesses on the 28th February, 1895, and those 
made by the said Mayor, Aldermen and Burgesses and William 
Harding and Co., Limited, which came into force on the 1st of 
June, 1895, shall be repealed.

3. The Shops to which this Order applies are all Shops

RELATING TO THE 


S A ft- £ OF COAL.. 


The Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the Borough of 
Preston, in the County of Lancaster, acting by the Council 
of the said Borough (being the Local Authority of the said 
Borough under and for the purposes of the Weights and 
Measures Acts, 1878 to 1904), in Council assembled in the 
Town Hall, in the said Borough, on Thursday the 28th 
day of November, 1907, do hereby, under and by virtue 
of Section 28 of the Weights and Measures Acts, 1889, make 
the following Bye-laws, and declare that the same shall be in 
force within the Borough of Preston, namely :— 

1. Every person who shall exercise or carry on the 
trade of a Hawker or Seller of Coal in quantities not ex¬ 
ceeding two hundredweight, shall cause his name and 
place of business to be registered in the books of the 
Weights and Measures Department, Preston, and on 
each and every occasion on which he shall change his 
registered place of business, he shall, within three days 
thereafter, cause to be registered in the said books 
particulars of such change. 

2. Every person who sells, exposes, or offers for 
sale, or causes to be sold, exposed, or offered for sale, or 
yvho delivers or causes to be delivered from any vehicle, 
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coal in quantities not exceeding two hundredweight, shall 
carry such coal in sacks containing either one hundred¬ 
weight, half a hundredweight, quarter of a hundred¬ 
weight, or fourteen pounds, and shall affix or cause to 
be affixed to the top of every such sack a metal label 
indicating the correct weight of coal therein. 

3. Every person offering for sale, or exposing for 
sale, or selling or delivering Coal in quantities not exceed¬ 
ing two hundredweight in sacks purporting to contain a 
weight other than one hundredweight, half a hundred¬ 
weight, quarter of a hundredweight, or fourteen pounds, 
or containing a less weight than the weight marked upon 
the metal label attached to the sack which contains the 
coal, shall be liable to the penalty provided by these 
Bye-laws. 

4. The owner or person in charge of every vehicle 
carrying coal for sale or delivery to a purchaser in 
quantities not exceeding two hundredweight shall carry 
or cause to be carried therewith a stamped weighing in¬ 
strument of a form approved by the Local Authority, 
together with correct weights, and such person shall re¬ 
weigh the coal upon being requested to do so by the 
purchaser, or by anyone on behalf of the purchaser, or by 
an Inspector of Weights and Measures or other person 
appointed for the purpose by the Local Authority. 

5. Every person who shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, at any wharf, yard, or other place, coal in any 
quantity not exceeding two hundredweight, shall sell such 
coal in quantities of either two hundredweight, one hun¬ 
dredweight, half a hundredweight, quarter of a hundred¬ 
weight, or fourteen pounds, and shall weigh such coal by 
means of a stamped weighing instrument before the sale, 
or delivery thereof; and if required shall re-weigh the 
same in the presence of the purchaser, or of any one on his 
behalf, or of an Inspector of Weights and Measures or 
other Officer appointed for the purpose by the Local 
Authority. 
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6. Every person who shall sell or offer for sale from 
any vehicle coal in quantities not exceeding two hundred¬ 
weight shall have clearly and legibly painted upon some 
conspicuous part of the right hand side of such vehicle, 
in letters not less than one inch in height and of propor¬ 
tionate breadth, the name and registered place of business 
of the person selling such Coal, and shall keep the same 
legible and undefaced. 

7. The distance beyond which coal is not to be 
required to be carried for the purpose of being weighed 
or re-weighed in pursuance of section 27 of the Weights 
and Measures Act, 1889, shall be the distance of the 
nearest stamped weighing instrument which may be 
available for such purpose within the distance of half a 
mile mentioned in such section. 

8. The penalty for every breach, contravention, or 
non-observance of any one or of any part of any one of 
the foregoing Bye-laws shall be any sum Hot exceeding 
£b- 

9. From and after the coming into operation of 
these Bye-laws the Bye-laws relating to the Sale of Coal 
made by the said Mayor, Aldermen and Burgesses on the 
29th day of May, 1890, shall be and the same are 
hereby revoked.

BYELAWS 


Made by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the 
Borough of Preston, acting by the Council, with respect to 
the provision of 

leans of Escape in case of Fire 

in certain Factories and Workshops in the 
Borough of Preston. 


i. Throughout these byelaws the following words and 
expressions shall have the meanings hereinafter respectively 
assigned to them, that is to say— 

“ Council” means the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses 
of the Borough of Preston, acting by the Council. 

“ Appointed day ” means the date of the confirmation of 
these byelaws. 

“ Factory or Workshop ” includes a Laundry : 

“ Fire resisting material ” means 

(i.) Brickwork constructed of good bricks well burnt, 
hard and sound, properly bonded and solidly put 
together: 
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(2.) Stone, cement concrete and other hard and incom¬ 
bustible material suitable for building purposes by- 
reason of its solidity and durability ; 

(3.) Iron, steel and copper : 

(4.) Oak and teak and other hard timber, and timber 
specially treated so as to render it non-inflammable. 

2. These byelaws shall not apply to any factory or 
workshop in which more than forty persons are employed. 

3. —(1.) Every building of more than one storey which 
or any part of which is used as a factory or workshop shall be 
provided with adequate stairs or steps, permanently fixed, 
which shall be constructed so as to be adequately lighted by 
natural or artificial means,. and as to afford direct and un¬ 
impeded access from every part of the factory or workshop to 
the ground floor of the building, and where practicable to an 
open space on the outside of the building or a public thorough¬ 
fare. 


All such stairs or steps shall be directly connected with 
landings, corridors, lobbies or passages giving access to 
every part of the factory or workshop, and shall be provided 
with a suitable and sufficient hand-rail. 

Provided always that for a period of twelve months after 
the appointed day the foregoing requirements of this byelaw 
shall not be deemed to apply in the case of a building used as 
a factory or workshop prior to the appointed day. 

(2.) In the case of any building constructed for use as a 
factory or workshop after the appointed day, and in the case 
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of any building constructed for use otherwise than as a 
factory or workshop in which alterations affecting the form 
and structure of the premises are made after the appointed 
day tor the purpose of converting the building for use as a 
factory or workshop, all stairs or steps required to be provided 
in pursuance of this byelaw shall, together with the supports 
thereto, be of fire resisting materials. 

(3.) The foregoing requirements shall not apply in the 
case of a building of which the ground floor only is used as a 
factory or workshop. 

4. Every building to which the foregoing byelaw applies, 
any floor or floors of which being more than thirty feet from 
the ground, is or are used for factory or workshop purposes, 
and in which either more than ten persons are employed or 
readily inflammable materials are stored and used, shall, in 
addition to the stairs or steps required by these byelaws, 
be provided with means of escape in case of fire, by 

(i.) An external staircase constructed of fire resisting 
material; or 

(ii.) An efficient and suitable fire escape ; or 

(iii.) Ready and safe means of access to the roof of the 
building, and where practicable to the roof of any 
adjoining building. 

5. —(1.) Every factory or workshop shall in every room 
in which persons are habitually employed be provided with 
at least one window, which shall be constructed so as to open 
easily at the level of the sill and so that the aperture of the 
window shall be of an extent sufficient for the easy passage of 
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any person employed in the factory or workshop, and where 
in any such room there is any window not so constructed, 
the window or windows that are so constructed shall be dis¬ 
tinctively marked for the information of the persons employed. 

(2.) Every window or door giving access to any external 
staircase or any fire-escape or means of access to the roof, 
shall be distinctively marked for the information of the persons 
employed. 

6. Every person who after the appointed day erects a 
new building for use as a factory or workshop shall, in and 
about the erection of the building, and in and about any works 
connected with the adaptation or fitting of the building for 
use as a factory or workshop, comply with every requirement 
of these byelaws which applies to a building of the like des¬ 
cription. 

7. The owner of a building which on or after the ap¬ 
pointed day is used as a factory or workshop shall execute all 
such works and do all such things as are necessary to bring 
the factory or workshop into a condition satisfying all such 
requirements of these byelaws as apply to a factory or work¬ 
shop of the like description. 

Provided that nothing in or done under these byelaws 
shall deprive the owner of the benefit of any covenant or 
condition in a lease or in any other contract of tenancy to 
which the occupier of any such building is a party, or other¬ 
wise prevent the owner from enforcing any right to recover 
from the occupier or any other person any expenses consequent 
upon compliance with the byelaws. 
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8. Every person who shall offend against any of the 
foregoing byelaws shall be liable for every such offence to a 
penalty of Five Pounds, and in the case of a continuing 
offence to a further penalty of Forty Shillings for each day 
after written notice of the offence from the Council. 

Provided nevertheless that the Court of Summary Juris¬ 
diction before whom any proceedings may be taken in respect 
of any such offence may, if the Court think fit, adjudge the 
payment of any sum less than the full amount of the penalty 
imposed by this byelaw.
